(Committees Opposed to Tnv«8- 
tisafion of Nichols. Cur- 
ley Administrations 



The legislative committee on rules Is 
expected on Monday to make an ad- 
verse report on the bill for an investi- 
gation of the Boston administrations of 
Mayors Nichols and Curley. A deci- 
sive ma.tority in the committee against 
any Investigation was apparent ye«- 
terriay. 

The move for an investigation by an- 
other method — creation of a paid 
finance commission of three memi>ers to 
conduct the inquiiy — al.so appeare<i 
beaten yesterday. This plan, incorpor- 
ated in what i.s known as the Bangs bill, 
is before the committee on cities. 

The committee on cities will probably 
recommend an investigation by a recess 
committee of this and all other changes 
, In the city charter pending before the 
Legislature. The recess committee 
would report to the 1934 session of the 
Legislature. 

A recess committee Investigation 
would be chiefly academic whereas the 
investigations re<jue.s'.ed before the com- 
mittees on rules and cities were aimed 
at individuals for the purpn.se of un- 
covering alleged corruption «nd ex- 
travagance,

I Asks Constructive Criticism 

In somewhat the same spirit, James 
Roosevelt launched a plea that if there 
is to be criticism it should lie of a con- 
.>;tructive nature. While the audience of 
imxi-odd chcpred he said the men in au- 
thority In Washington, being human, 
were liable to make mistakes in the 
vast programme they were nndcrtak- 
iiie. Kut if tliev made mistakes, he 
added, they would be men enough to 
stand up and admit them. In asking 
support for the President's programme 
no one wn« asked to give up their right 
to think. Rut any criticism should be 
constnu'iivc. 

"For the past two weeks I have sat 
In Washington and watched history in 
tlie writins," said James Roosevelt. 
I "I have seen men like .Secretary Dern 
here and other members of the Cabinet 
sitting up iiiglit and day trying lo over- 
come this state of emergency. I have 
seen men of both parties give up parti- 
san-ship for the success ot America. I 
think we should pay tribute to the 
members of Congress who gave up 
partisanship for the common good. 

Curley Tells of Irish Exploits 

"It has also been gratifying to see 
the response of the people of America 
when it was shown to them that we 
only needed confidence and leadership. 
The crisis we hope will soon pa-ss and 
then the work of laying the pavmg 
stone ttf permanent prosperity will 
start." 

.\side from the part the Irish played 
in the Revolution with man power, 
.Ma>or Curley revealed that it was an 
Iri.-;hman who gave the land for the 
.site of the Capitol, that an Irishman 
designed the plans of the White House, 
that the war-like figure on the Capitol 
dome was the work of an Irishman and 
that an li-ishman not onl>' built the 
t'ongrcssifMiai Library but turned back 
JSOO.OOO of the appropriation to the Treas- 
ury after it was built. 

Fighting Speech by Dem 

Secretary Dern's speech was a call 
u,i)on Americana for war-time loyalty 
and fighting spirit to meet the present 
crisis. 

"For three long years the forces of 
deflation and depression have been ex- 
posing in more and more alarming 
fashion the creaking joints and badly 
adjusted pait.s in our etonomic ma- 
chine," he said. "Feeble attempts at 
lubrication and tinkering patchwork 
ha\e failed utterly to repair the dam- 
age. The time is upon us when tnajor 
overhaul is mandatory. Let us roll up 
our sleeves and set to work. 

"Let no timid soul nnr special propa- 
ganda frighten us into thinking that 
our national credit is in danger. Our 
■national credit has never hpfu in dan- 
ger. Have we become so weak and 
puny that a deficit of »o,000,000.000 can

Mayor Names Roemer as 
, Work Relief Director 




Building Commissioner Eilwurd W. 
Roemer has boon named director nt" 
work relief by Mayor Junies M. Curioy 
witii instructions to confer witli the 
Advisory Board on the best methods 
of utilizing able-bodied labor now on 
the rolls of the Welfare Department. 
It has lonj; been the desire of the 
Mayor to lind the best use ol the labor 
so that the city may tjaln in return 
the largest amount of personal ben- 
elits. 

The Mayor is In receipt of a state- 
ment from Frederic H. Fay, chairman 
of the City Planning Board, on be- 
half of the hoard, on productive utili- 
zation of the labor. It was ba.sed up- 
on a survey of the experience and con- 
ditions in other communities. 



Two llesnlts Sought 

According to the report, two results 
are sought, "the physical p\ibllc im- 
provement!; that will be useful to the 
ccmmunily and the m rale of the men 
themselves. It i.-^ believed that both 
these results may be obtained if: Fir.st, 
the men's labor is expended on con- 
structive work, the results of which 
will be visible and useful; and second, 
so far as is possible these pro,1eits 
should be Independent of the normal 
work of the regular city departments. 
It is also clear that if m rale i.s to be 
developed and maintained the men 
assigned to the.sc projects must do a 
reasonable day's work for their relief 

(pay, and that power to discipline loaf- 
er.s must rest with the foremen and 
superintendents who direct the proj- 
ects." 

The report suggests the appointment 
of a high-grade, full-time executive, 
a.ssisted by an advisory board, who 
will give serious study to ihe two 
main departments of his work— per- 
sonnel analysis and project analysis. It 
would he his duty to d^vi-lop the proj- 

lects best suited to the use of welfare 
labor and to determine the assign- 
ment of the recipients of relief to su^-h 
]UoJeots as were best suited to their 
abilities,

. be able to get any money. Dolan had- 
'to go to a banker and was told that the 
city cculd have the $5,000,000 on condi- 
tion tliat all of the tax collections for 
UI3L' would liave to be put in his hank 
and earmarked so that it couldn't be 
touched." 

Goodwin assailed former Representa- 
tive Henry h. Shattuck, the Harvard 
College treasurer, for leading the move- 
ment to reduce salaries of municipal pm- 
ployees while refusing to make cut.s in 
the compensation of instructors and pro- 
fessors at the univer.^ity. 

"Shattuck him.self has an Income of 
more than $100,000," he said. "Yet, ac- 
cording to the newspapers, there will bo 
no .valary reductions or curtailment of 
the Harvard teaching .staff because they 
want to keep the best men they can get. 
Thi^y mustn't do anything like that at 
lilucj Harvard, but it's all right to cut salaries 
of Boston .school teachers. They don't 
care much if we lo.se our best teachers."

Mayor Curley himself, wo dure believe, 
has seen a great new hght. Recent 
events have driven away every cloud 
of confusion, bringing the necessities of 
the hour into iilain view for all men to 
mark. Boston's nred of drastic economy 
in municipal government now stands 
upon proof so positive that it brooks no 
denial and admits no escape. Either 
the employees of the city will reconcile 
Ihcm.selves to .something like the same 
reductions of income which private citi- 
zens universally accejilcd long ago, or 
I they must take tlie risk of receiving, for 
a time, no income at all. That is the 
lieart of the statement just issued by a 
special committee of the Chamber of 
Commerce, In the iib.sence of a deep 
cut of expenses, sufflcient to restore and 
maintain Boston's credit, it will be im- 
po.ssible "to avoid long periods of pay- 
less weeks" such as many another city 
has already experienced. 

This being the case, Mayor Curley 
must not only see the picture of his duty 
as chief executive in a new clarity within 
his own judgment, but he must be con- 
fident tluU the rank and file of the city's 
employees are much better prepared to 
vmderstand the nature of the situation 
today than they were three weeks ago. 
They have learned, from the banking 
crLsis, what the force of an emergency is. 
and how broad and powerful were the 
I measures required to bring it under con- 
trol. They have seen President Roosevelt, 
the mayor's avowed leader, set an exam- 
ple of sweeping economy in national 
government, that won the instant sup- 
port of the Fedoral Congress because it 
was backed by an overwhelming major- 
ity of voters in every part of the land.

"We of Irish extraction must learn 
the lesson of unity, and if we do eo 
there's no group which could do «o 
much to aid the nation. l/nless we 
iearn the lesson of nnity in civic affairs 
as we have learned it in religion, how- 
ever, we cannot progress."

\"L" Deficit Added Burden 

I "Your committee must Jipprocintc, 
too, the burdens that have been pliiced 
upon the city of Boston and which 
must be met by the Imposition ot 
taxcK upon real estate. For example 
the deticitg of the Boston Eievated 
Railway Company, a matter entirely 
beyond' the eontrol of the city of Bo.,- 
ton, last year imposed a burden i.pon 
the taxpayer,? of $1,183,000. The city 
government can hardly fco held re- 
sponsible for the serious decreases in 
revenue from Staio Income (axes and 
corporation taxes nor can it be hold 
responsible for the serious burdens im- 
posed up.m it by virtue of tegislativo 
enactment.s, such as the old age as- 
sistance law, 

"Your comraitlce must recognize the 
great burden that has been placed 
upon the city government by reason 
of tile necessity to provide food and 
shelter for the unoiiiploycd. This bur- 
den can be best appreciated when 1 
tell you that in 1928 tlie cost of pro- 
Vic' ,o'r Uiod and shelter was ap- 
prcxii -vtely .K,2()O,0O0. while in l9.>i! it 
reached the stupendous figure ol $12,- 
000,000. 

"To relieve the burden so placed 
u- en the taxpayer I have endeavored, 
as I have explained above, to exercise 
to the utmost every economy possible 
and I must add that the city employes 
have .vhown a reniiiiiiable spirit ol 
cooperation in the voluntary contribu- 
tion.'? which, in the. . ain, they have 
no generously given. 

Less Than Privale Salaries 

"During the boom period, fnding in 
39M, city employes were receiving .sal- 
aries and wages much lower than 
those received by employes in private 
business. It is true that the per- 
manency of tenure of emiiloyment to 
a great extent accounts for tliis dif- 
ference in compensation. The fact is, 
however, that pei.-ons in ptibllo em- 
ploy have never recelverl for services 
rendered salary commensurate with 
that recei ". ' by individuals rendering 
a like service in private employ. For 
this reason I have been very reluctant 
to cut salaries of employes of the city. 

"So, too, have I hesitated to cut 
salaries because of the oltect it would 
have upon business through a dimin- 
ished purchasing power as well a.i 
the pension rights of the employes of 
the city. I had hoped that the volun- 
tary contributions so genei-ously made 
by city employes would have sufficed 
during the present crisis, and that 
there would be no necessity for a cut 
in payrolls. 

"It'is apparent, however, since the 
situation has become more critical 
that a reduction In salaries and wages 
of public employes is unavoidable. 
The payroll of tlio city government ia 
such a large Item of expense that if 
any serious reduction in the budget is 
to be made, it must bo made by a re- 
duction in the payroll item. 

"I Imow that the banking interests, 
who lend money to the city in antici- 
pation of the receipt of taxes by the 
city, are seriously concerned by the 
fact that unless the tax rate is lowered 
it will 1h^ !m]Ki.-:sil.l'^ 'IM- a ;;r(Mt innpy 
taxpayers to pay their taxes tliis 
Fall and thereby cndang«*r the loans 
mado by these hanks to the city. I 
iiecognize the fear which they enter- 
tain ;uid the bi'sis for their apprehen- 
sion, and I rurlhcr appreciate that I 
must continue to .cooper.Tto with the 



Needs Legislative Authority 

"I must Inform your committee, 
i however, that under th(! present state 
' of the law I am unable to make a gen- 
eral reduction in payrolls of the em- 
ployes of the city of Boston without 
further Legislative authority. Under 
existing law all salary reductions must 
be made by the variou.s heads of de- 
partment, subject to the approval of 
the Maj'or. 'i'he <niployes affected by 
' such reductions have the right to de- 
mand a hearing before the head of 
the department by whom they are em- 
iployed with a reviev/ beforo a Dietrict 
i„ourt ana an Mi>i)cii.i to mo supreme 
Judicial Court from the District Court, 
"As Mayor of Boston I have no au- 
thority to compel tiie Police Commis- 
sioner to Older a reduction in the pay- 
rolls of his department, nor can I com- 
pel the School Committee or the heads 
of county departments to reduce pay- 
rolls. There are other statutes which 
by their terms prohibit not only me 
as Mayor but other department heads 
Involved from effecting reductions in 
aalaries, after the salary of the em- 
ploye has onco been established at the 
begining of the year. 

"In other words, before I can bring 
about any general reduction in the 
payrolls it is necessary that the Legis- 
lature grant me authority to so do and 
eliminate the incumbrances now ex- 
isting in our laws. If Legislative au- 
thority is granted I am prepared tc 
make such reduction.s in salaries as 1 
deem equitable and necessary in order 
to bring about a lowering of the tax 
rate. 



Other Agencies Must Share 

"i must int'<irin yo.ir committee, how- 
ever, that to reijuiro persons in the 
employ ot the city to iDcar the entire 
burden of readjustment and to permit 
other agencies that enter into the cost 
of administration and of living to 
escape their just share of the re- 
adjustme.".t would be an injustice. For 
exiimple, it would be grossly unfair if 
economicr. efrected by a reduction in 
payrolls were to be nullified by ex- 
cessive rates of interest demanded by 
the banking interests upon loans to tho 
city of Boston in anticipation of tho 
receipt of taxes. 

"The answer to the appeal for 
united action in rtadjuslm nt will 
prove but a mockery unless every in- 
dividual element and group partici- 
pate nonostly and wliole-heartedly. In 
this connection it is but fair tii request, 
in view of tlie gencous readjust- 
ments tliat have been im.Je n property 
assessments by the Assessing Depart- 
ment of tho city of Boston, that the 
Stiite Board ot Tax Appe...l and other 
putilic agencies coopertite 'wntb munic- 
ipal authorities in the readjustment 
program, since the c<jopera.tion of 
every agency is essential to the public 
welfare. 

"I realize that in^ some Instances 
real estate valuations should he lower- 
ed, but it is unfair to tho taxpayers at 
large for certain individuals, some of 
whom are members of your associa- 
tion, to seclt largo and unwarranted 
tax nliatcnicnts at this time, the grant- 
ing of wliien but adds to tlie burden 
of the small home owner, who in most 
instances makes no application for a 
tax abatement. 



tare costs. Provided Boston haa aaopi- 

cd the policy in operation in the other 
major cities of the United States, 
either accepting State or Federal aid 
or mortgaging the future by bond 
issues to cuvcr public welfare costs, 
there would have been no appreciablo 
increase in tho tax rate for 1932. 

"It is clearly evident that In addition 
to economics effected, new sources ot 
revenue are necessary. The Federal 
Government and many of the Stct9 
Governments have found it necessary 
to adopt such a policy and, provided 
we are to continue in our refusal to 
aceefit of Federal or State aid or to 
issue bonds for public welfare, it Is 
imperative that all property now 
escaping taxation be taxed. 

"I believe that every organization 
should cooperate to secure new sources 
of revenue to lessen the burden placed 
upon the city duo to welfare costs and 
the increase In State assessments im- 
posed upon the municipality. Tlie 
Legislature is now consiilering an 
amendment to the income tax laws 
which should make it possible for cities 
and towns of the Commonwealth to 
secure more revenue through the im- 
position of an income tax on in- 
tangibles now exempt, and by increas- 
ln,g the present income tax rates. 

"In conclusion, I believe it but 
proper that my position be understood 
by your committee witli reference to 
the discharge of persons in the employ 
of the city. The savings to be derived 
from the adoption of a program of dis- 
charges of city employes would be 
negligible, as in all probability it 
would simply mean a transfer from 
the payrolls of a department in which 
women and men are rendering full ! 
service to tho welfare department, ' 
where the city would be required to ; 
provide for thcii- suppni-t. with but a ' 
limited return. The policy adopted In 
1930, and which is still in operation has 
been to permit vacanoies occurring in 
depart ment.=i, whether occasioned by 
death, resignation, retirement or other- 
wise, to remain unfilled. This policy ii 
in my opinion economically sound."

GOODWIN HITS WELFARE CUT 

'BLUE bloods; 

LAUDS CURLEY 



"Blue bloods," "hishbrowa," Har- 
vard College and Boston bankers 
were excoriated yesterday in a 
blistering attaclt delivered by 
Chairman Franlt A. Goodwin of 
the Boi3ton Finance Commission. 

Goodwin was defending himself 
and the Finance Commission be- 
fore the legislative committee on 
cities. It was al a hearing; on the 
petition of Mrs. Hannah Connors 
and other.s for an investisation of 
Boston city affairs. 
I He lauded Mayor Curley as a 
mayor who has done more for the 
city than any other man has. Ad- 
mitting some municipal extrava- 
gance, he said that was also true 
of the Fitzgerald, Peters and Nich- 
ols administrations 

"The blue bloods," f;<)od\vlii 

stormed, "arc trying to ward off

other people are too dumb to 

I know what it is all al)out." 

He described Harvard College 
as the "greatest tax dodger in 
Massachusetts. 

This was after he had assailed 
former Rep.

cerned bv the fact that unless the 
tax rate is lowered l! will be im- 
possible for a great many taxpayers 
to pay tlieir taxes t-hls fall, and 
thereby endanger tile loans made 
bv these banks to the ciiy. I rec- 
ognize the fear which they enter- 
tain and the basis for their appre- 
hension and I further appreciate 
that I must continue to co-operat« 
with t.h<> agencies in thU com- 
munity who seek to relieve the bur- 
den of the taxiwyer. 

NEEDS AITHORITT 
I must inform your committee, 
however, tJiat under the present 
state of the law I am unable to 
make a general reduction in pay- 
rolls of the employes of the city of 
Boston without further legislative 
authnritv. Under exi. ;i..g law all 
salary rediictions must be made by 
the various heads of the depart- 
ment subj<-ct to the approval of the 
mayor. The emi)loyes affected by 
such reductions liave the right to 
demand a liearlng lefore the head 
of the department by whom they 
are employed witli a re\icw before 
a district court and an appeal to 
the .supreme Judicial court from the 
dtslrict court. A-s mayor of Boston 
I have no authority to compel the 
police commtssioner to order a reduc- 
tion in the payrolls of liLs depart- 
ment nor can I comix'l the .school 
committee or the lieads of county 
department.s to reduce payrolls. 
There are other statutes which by 
tlieir terms prohibit not only me as 
, mayor but other deiwrtment heads 
I Involved from efTivting reductions 
In .salaries, after the .salary of the 
emplove has once been established 
i at the beginning of tile year^ In 
other words, liefore I can bring 
' about any general reduction in the 
payrolls it is necessao' that the 
Legblatiire grant me authority to 
so do and eliminate the Incum- 
brances now existing in our laws. 
If legislative authority is granted 
I am prepared to make such reduc- 
tion in salaries a.s I deem f<l">taW^ 
and necessarv in order to bring 
about a lowering of the tax rate. 

1 miust inform your committee, 
hom-«ver, that to require per.sons hi 
the employ of the city to bear tlie 
entire burden of readju.stment and 
to permit other agencies that enter 
Into tl'i> cost of administration and 
of living to escBiK- iheir just share 
of the readjustment would bt- an 
injustice For example, it \voulri be 
ffrfwwly unfair if economies eflcc- 
led by a reduction in payrolls were 
to be nullified by ex.-e,s.sive rates of 
interest demanded by the banking 
interests ujioii loniv, to the city ol 
Boston in anticipation of the re- 
ceipt of taxes. , , 

Tlie answer to the appeal for 
united ai'llon in readjustment will 
prove but a miK'kevy unless eveiy 
Individual element and group par- 
ticipate honestly and whole-heart- 
edly In this connection it Is but 
fair to request, In view of the gener- 
ous readjustments Uiat have been 
made in properly a-ssessmcnts by 
the assessing department of the city 
of Boston, that Uie state board of 
tax appeal a.iiri other public agencies 
co-opern.te with municipal authori- 
tle« In tlM re«'lju»tment Drooram.

I realize that In some instances 
real estate valuations .should be 
lowered; but it Is unfair to the tax- 
pavers at large for certain Individ- 
uals, .some of whom aie members of 
your a.'^sociation to seek large and 
unwarranted tax abatecjents at this 
time, the granting of which but 
adds to the burden of the .small 
homo owner, who in most instances 
makes no application for a tax 
abatement. , j ,. . 

It should be borne in mind that 
nearly every major city In the 
United States with the exception of 
Boston has sought and received 
federal aid or direct aid from the 
state, or has Issued bonds to cover 
increased public welfare costs. Pro- 
vided Boston had adopted the jwlicy 
in op<-ration In the other major 
citle.s of the United States, either 
accepting state or federal aid or 
mortgaging the future ir,' bond is- 
sues to cover public welfare cost', 
there would have been no appreci- 
able Increase In the tax rate for 
1932. 

NEW REXT.NTE NF.CESS.4RT 
It Is clearly evident that in addi- 
tion to economies effected, new 
sources of revenue are necessary. 
The federal government and many 
of the state governments have found 
it nece.ssary to adopt such a policy 
and provided we are to continue in 
our refusal to accept of federal or 
state aid or to issue bonds for pub- 
lic welfare it Is imperative that all 
property now escaping taxation be 
taxed. 

I believe that everj' organization 
should co-0!ierate to secure new 
sources of revenue to lessen the 
burden placed upon the city due to 
welfare costs and the increase in 
state a5.s<'ssments imposed upon the 
municipality. The I<-gislat.ure Is 
now considering an amendment to 
the income tax laws which sliould 
make it possible for cities and 
towns of the commonwealth to se- 
towns of the commonwealth to .secure 
more revenue through the imposi- 
bles now exempt, pnd by increasing 
the present income tax rates. 

In conclu.sion, I believe it but 
proiM'r that my position be under- 
stood by your committee with ref- 
erence to tlie discharge of persons 
In the employ of the city. The .sav- 
ings to be derived from the adop- 
tion of a program of discharges of 
city employes would l>e negligible, 
Bshi all probability, it would sim- 
ply mean a transfer from the pay- 
rolls of a department In which 
womi'ii and men are rendeiing full 
sei-vlce, to the welfare department, 
where the city would be required to 
provide for tiiclr support, with but 
a limited return. The policy 
adopted in 1930, and which is 
still in operation, has been to per- 
aiit vacancies occurring in depart- 
ments, whether occasioned bv death, 
resignation, retirement or other- 
wise, to remain unfiUed. This 
policy Is In my opinion economl- 
callv sound.

May I at the oul.set Inform your 
committee that I have been very 
mindful of the .serlou.s financial 
situation confronting the natioii, 
the commonwealth and the city and 
that I have been ever appreciative 
of the necessity of economizing to 
the utmost in order that the burden 
of the taxpayer may be i-elieved. I 
have recognized for some lime that 
the burden of the home owner has 
been great and has reached the 
point where it is almost impossible 
for him to pay his taxe.s either in 
Baston or any other m.ajor city. 
So, too, I recognize the necessity of 
eliminating all non-essentials and 
of reducing the cost of govcniment 
to a minimum. In conformity with 
this plan I .submit to your com- 
mittee economies reflected In the 
tentative budget for 1933 end which 
repre.seiit savings of appro.\lmately 
six and a half millions of dollars 
over the budget of two years ago. 

Your committee must appreciate 
too the burdens that liave been 
placed upon the city of Boston 
and which must be met by the im- 
)X)sttion of Uxes upo!^. real estate. 
For example, the deficits of the 
Bo.ston Elevated Railway Company, 
a matter entirely Ijeyond the con- 
trol of the city of Boston, last year 
imposed a burden upon the tax- 
payers of $].183.000. The city gov- 
ernment can hardly be held re- 
sponsible for the serious decreases 
In revenue from state Income taxes 
and corporation taxes nor can It be 
held responsible for the serious 
mirciens inipo.st'n upon it oy virtue 
(If legislative enartmeiUs, .such as 
the old age assistance law. Your 
comnilttce must recognize the great 
burden that iias been placed upon 
tile city government by rea.son of

Springfield. March Tl — Mayor Curley od 
Boston has reached a day of reckoning 
In the extnivagance of city governmentj 
James R. Bancroft, president of the AmerJ 
lean Institute of Finance, declared todajf 
In an address before the Springfield 
Kiwanis Club. Speaking under the iiusl 
pices of the National Kconomy Leaguel 
Mr. Bancroft .said tliat until this weelf 
the mayor of Boston has withstood vir| 
tuall,y every attempt to reduce municipa 
expenditures to their proper level. 

"Throughout the entire dc'pression,' 
he asserte<l, "the administration of publid 
affairs In Boston has continued along thd 
lines of reckless disregard of the ultimatJ 
con.sequence of tlie unbridled extraval 
gance on the scale of the last dozen yearsl 
The mayor tinds him.self ti>day In a hlghljT 
inconsistent position. With all the elol 
(iuencc at his command, he has cried ouf 
for support of Franklin V), Rno.sevelt, and 
has himself failed to give to the Presidenf 
I the support to which lie is entitled fron 
I all public officials. Is 11 any wonder thai 
his appointment by the President has beeTf 
delayed'? 

"But there is a day of reckoning in alll 
things.

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THE PARKMAN BILL 

In announcing hi.s willingness to reduce the 
salaries of city and county employes Mayor 
Curley, properly enough, called attention to the 
fact that he "is unable to make a general re- 
duction . . . without further legi.slative au- 
thority." Fairness of course requires that any 
reduction shall be general, that rA employes 
shall be treated alike. 

Precisely what is needed is provided in the 
pcndinc Parknian bill, ofTicially .styled "an act 
relative to salary reductions in tile city of Bos- 
ton and the county of Suffolk." filed by Senator 
Henry Parkman, Jr., some weeks ago. 

Boston is a statute-governed city. Many 
rights belonging to the executive in other cities 
are lodged with the Legi.-^lature. Expenditures 
for schools, for example, which are far greater 
than those for any other department and 
amount to more than a fourth of the total, are 
entirely otit-side the control of City Hall. So 
with the police department, which spends about 
a twelfth of the total. Civil .service and county 
salary laws also might stand in the way of any 
general salary reduction. 

The bill is short. It provides that the mayor 
may reduce salaries In departments which he 
coiitrols. He must notify tlie other depart- 
ments of this action. If these do not take like 
action within 10 days he then ha* no option 
but to put the same cuts into effect in those 
departments. The bill guards against discrimi- 
nation by requiring "all employ«!_recelvln« tti» 
same compensation"

Washington, March 23 — .Mayor James 
M. Curley of Boston is being mentioned 
for governor (jeneral of the Philipiiines 
as a result of the news today that 
I£omer Cummings of Connecticut would 
continue as Attorney General in Presi- 
dent Koosevelt'K caljinet. Previously it 
had ixien e.^cpected tliat Cummings, who 
was selected to take ..the place of the 
late .Senator Thomas f. Wal.sh as Attor- 
ney General, would serve only tempo- 
rarily as head of the Department of Jus- 
tice, as he was the choice of the Presi- 
dent for governor general of the Philip- 
pines. 

Now that it seems to Ik; definitely de- 
cided that Cummings is to stay perma- 
nently as attoi'ney general the uues- 
tion of a successor to Theodore Roose- 
velt as governor-gent.'i-al ol' the Phiiiv>- 
pines will confront the Roosevelt -Admin- 
i.stration. and the name of IVIayor Curley 
has been projected informally into the 
discussions as a result of hi.s visit to 
Washington and his re(Hiest for aji ai.i- 
pointment at the hands of I'resldeiU 
Hoosevelt. 

The Manila post is one of the lilue 
ribbon assignments in the gift of tlie 
Wasliington Administration and ranks 
next to the Cabinet in the list of ap- 
poinimerits. us rating being at least 
equal to that of a foreign ambassador- 
ship. The governor-general is the cliief 
executive of nearly ten million people 
and in tlic past th

zens — Taft. Ktimson, 
Theodore Hoo.sevelt. 

Whether the Adminisilration would be 
willing to offer the post to r'urley is of 
course inicertain, but it at lea.st is within 
the realm of possibilities.

QUESTIONS MAVORS FIGURES 

To the Editor of The Herald: 

In connection with all citlMn.s I am 
much interested In Mayor Curlej-. an- 
swer to the Boston Chamber of Com- 
merce'.s letter pointing out that the ex-- 
pcndittircs of the city in all departments 
(includins schools and county) should 
be redticed by $ir,,000,000 in 1933. The 
mayor's i^ply says that his tentative 
budget "represents savings of approxi- 
mately six and a half million dollars 
over the budget of two years ago.'' The 
appropriations tor 1931 per the city 
alicUtor's reports, page 30, were $43 - 
069 943.99. The mayors tentative Dtld 
irct'for 1933 us $37„'i91, 374.65. The dif- 
fc^nce amounts 'to $5f«;S69.34 or 
five and a half millions Instead of six 
and a halt. If expenditures in liJ3l 
are taken In.stead of appropnations--a. 
safer ba.sis— the difference would_ be 
$4.952,015.,'i7 instead of six and a .lall 
millions. 

On claser examination it m^fj 
that the miiynr's "teiitative hndget for 
1933," Which he mentions in his reply, 
amounts (per budget director's "exhibit 
A") to $37.,i91, 374.65, as slated above, 
but does not include allowances for In- 
terest on the city debt, or for requlr'?d 
payments into the sinking ftmd,'<, \vhic.i 
In 1932 amounted to $3,967,728.28, and 
in 1931 to $4,032,026.56. 

The total appropriations for the city 
in 1931 are as stated. $43.069.943.99., 
Deducting the costs of interest and 
.sinking tmids in 1931, $4,032.026 56, 
leaves the amount to be compared with 
the 1933 "tentative budget," $39,037,- 
917.43 for 1931. Tile reduction, there- 
fore, on a correct comparative basis— 
1933 and 1931— would be $1,446.542,'78, 
which to quite different from the 
mayor's statement of $6,500,000. 

Now, if llie comparison .should be 
made with 1932 instead of 1931, as 
should be done, becau.se the chamber's 
demand is for the reduction of $15,000,- 
000 "below last year," liie results would 
be as foUow.s: The chamber'.^ $15,000,- 
000 Include reductions in .schools and 
county as well as in the city expendi- 
tures The total of the three in 1932 
was $67,412.465,ill. Taking $15,000,000 
from this leaves $52,400,000 for the 
present year's budget for all three, ofi 
which the city's share would be $34,- 
270.000, or a reduction of $9,810,000, from 
la;t year's expenditures. Corre.spondir.g 
.specific reductions in schools would re- 
quire cuts of $4,335,000, and in cotinty, 
$855,000, to make the $15,000,000 total 

If, however, school and county bud- 
gets' were not reduced in lhR,s<> ratios, 
then greater reductions would have to 
be made in the city budget. As in 1932 
the city expenditures wore $44,109,- 
857 14 it is evident that at least the 
amount of $9,810,000 must be cut oft 
the expenditures for the city U(.st year, 
to comply with the chamber's demand. 
School and countv must atso be re- 
duced $4,335,000 and $855,000. respec- 
tively.

President Roosevelt today offered to 
Arthur F. Mullen of Nebraska, hi« 
convention floor manager, an appoint- 
ment to the bencli on the Federal Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals, Sth District. 

He ,'^ent to the Senate the nomina- 
tion of James ((Hie'- of Mississippi, 
formerly chairman cf the House Ways 
and Means Committee, to be a men>- 
ber of the Tariff Commission: of 
James H. Hanlcv of Nebraska, to bo 
a member of the Radio Commission, 
and of John W. Tro^ of Alaska, to be 
Governor of Alaska. 

The lineup for other high posts is 
beginning to take shape, although It 
appears likely that the choice of an 
Ambassador to Germ.anv .ind selection 
of a Comniissionei of Internal Reve- 
nue mav be delayed for a period. 

In the diplomatic field, the name of 
Jamfs W. Gerard, formerly Ambassa- 
dor to Germany, is heard in specula- 
tion over both the Rome .ind Havana 
Embassies.

Legislative action is necessary be- 
fore the city budget can be cut, ac- 
cording to Mayor Curley. who favors 
a reduction in salaries of city and 
county employes as sought by the 
chamber of commerce, 

III replying to the cliamber's re- 
quest for a drastic cut of $15,000,000 
in the 1933 budget, the mayor makes 
it plain no city employes would be 
discharged: that the lowest salaried 
workers would not be affected; that 
tlie home owners burden is .so great 
it is almost impossible to pay taxes, 
and stressed the marked decrease in; 
revenue from income and other taxes 
collected by the state and the operat- 
ing deficit of the Ei. • 

The mayor called upon the state 
boai-d 01 tax appeal to co-operate with 
tile city, as well a.'; variou.s agencies and 
individuals, .some of whom, lie said, 
■seelc large and unwarranted abate- 
ments. 

The mayor believes .some new .sources 
of Income must be devised. He h.^s no 
authority over the police department, 
or to cut in the schools or countv de- 
partments. He asked banks to cut the 
Interest rates on municipal loan.? to 
contribute to the lifting of the burden 
on real estate. 

nie mayor empliasized the need of 
legislative authority to make a general 
reduction in payrolls, which must be 
made by the various liead.'i of depart - 
menUs subject to the mayors approval 
under the existing laws. 

He praises the spirit of co-operation 
shown by city employes iu voluntary 
contributions, and compared wages paid 
in tlie lx>om period to city employes a^ 
lower tlian these received by employe^, 
in private busLiess, 

In opening hLs- reply. Mayor Curley 
acknowledged the request of the cham- 
ber of commerce committee for a $!»,- 
000.000 cut in tlie city budget, and de- 
clared that he has been mindful of the 
situation. 

He cited the deficits of the Elevated, 
decreases in revenue from state income 
taxes and corporation taxes, and ex- 
penses of the old age a.sslstance law as 
burdens utxin the city which mu.st l>e 
met by taxation on real estate. 

Praising city eniplo.yes for their eo-l 
operation in voluntary contributions, lie 
stated; "It is apparent, however, since 
the situation has become more critical, 
that a reduction In salaries and wages 
jf public employes is unavoidable." 

He declared thai he Is unable to 
make such a general reduction wit bout 
further legislative authority. He claimed 
,hat mider existing laws all salary re- 
ductions must be made by departmenti 
Heads, and that he has no power tto or- 
ier such reriuction'; I 

"If legislative authority Is granted,'! 
lie said. "I am i)re;)ared to make suchj 
reductions in salar es a,s I deem equtt-i 
ible and nece.ssar) in order to bring!

■will receive from Mayor Curloy'a slash-

Sluirlly before noon the mayor went 
into conference with Hudget Commissicni- 
er t'harels .). l'"ox.

Carven, 
rem.alning closeted with them until after 
two o'clock and denying himself to all 
callers. The hudKct commissioner liad 
prejiared several in>ssible schedules for 
Mr. (Iiuiey's decision, ha\inK in mind tlie 
task of extrac'ting $l(i,(iao,omi as the max- 
imum from the total payroll of .'(3G,.!3ti,- 
.t.'i.'i. l'"cw department heads expect that 
the cut .will total anything Ilia ihe $11),-

.-ipparently accepting a, rumor that they 
wil suffer a voi-y heavy cut with salaries 
over $5000 a year. 

The percentages in these iiarticular

Superintendent of .Schools Patrick 
Campbell is the second highest paid 
official of the city, receiving .fl'-.OOO an- 
nually, comjiared with the mayor's $;;« - 
000. Thei mayor will Insist, it is said. 
that no olTlcial in tlie city's employ shati 
receive a maximum .salary Kreater tlian 
$9000, a sum similar to tiial ri'ceived hv 
the superintendent of school PiiiMingH 
and the chainnaii of the transit com- 
niission.

Sends Letter of Protest 

to Mayor Curley 



Declaring that a permanent reduction 
In payments to families dependent on 
the department of piililiij welfare "would 
be inhuman and contrary to public 
policy." the Boston Council of Social 
Agencies, in an open letter to Mayor 
James M. Curley today, warned "apainst 
the dungcrK involved if this prewiml re- 
diu^ed scale of payments occasioned apt 
parently bv the exisencles of the bank 
holiday and the shortage of funds m the 
city treasury, is allowed to become a 
fixed pollcv. and thus the equivalent of 
a permanent cut on top o£ those already 
made." , 

The letter is signed by Roy M. Cush- 
man, executive secretary of the council; 
Mi.'^s Florence M. Patterson, director of 
the Community Health Association; Wil- 
liam H. Pear, Reneral aRcnt of the V.os- 
ton Provident Association; Robert B. 
Stone prefiident of the Council of Social 
Agencies; Maurice Taylor, director of the. 
Jewish Family Welfare Association, and 
Malcolm S. Nichols, general secretary 
of the Family Welfare Society. 

"For the past thif-e weelts, the let- 
t'»r says, "the payments to families de- 
pendent upon the Dep.trtment of Public 
Welfare have been reduced as an emer- 
gency measure 2.') per cent or more. 

"We wish to sound a warning against 
the dangers involved if this present re- 
duced scale of payments, ocrasioned ap- 
parently bv the exigcnci<'S of the banli 
holiday" and the Khort.ige of funds in the 
city treasury, i.s allowe<l to become a fixed 
policy, and thus the equivalent of a per- 
manent cut on top of those already made. 
Such an additional cut In the pf.>Tment.s 
would be inhuman and contrary to sound 
pjiblic policy. 

"In making this statement we are fully 
aware of the Imperative need of reducing 
municipal expenditures since revenue is 
falling off so sharply; but we assert that 
Buch savings must not be made again at 
the expense of defenseless people.

ResponslWlity Must Be Met 

"In seeking the w.ay out of the present 
dilemma, there Is one fundamental prin- 
ciple to be borne in mind, namely, tliat 
the public welfare department can not 
be confined arbitrarily to a fixed budget 
as can most other city departments. Relief 
means giving human beings the means 
of keeping alive and protecting them- 
selves from the elements. This is a. re- 
sponsibility that can not be ca.st aside 
when It becomes merely difficult to fullli. 
It is a responsibility that must be met. 
And it must be met on a basis that will 
lirovide a decent minimum standard of 
living sufficient to safeguard the health 
of the people and assure tlie growth of 
cliildren. The life of a child cannot wait 
tor a depression to pass. 

•Tliere are lines of attack upon the 
problem better than the surrender in- 
volved in a further cut in relief pay- 
ments: 

1. — The immediate putting into 
e.vectitiou of tlie l'"nx I'lan for reor- 
ganizing the Department of PuVjlic 
Welfare, wiiicb by greater efficiency 
will make less money help more 
people; 

3. — Savings in other city depart- 
ments; 

3. — Applying to the State and 
Federal Governments for ati.slstance 
if needed, a« has already been done 
in most other States."

Following a long conference with the 
mayor today. Chairman Simon K. Hecht 
and Secretary Walter V, McCarthy ex- 
pressed their hope that tliere will be no 
further interruption in the .schedule. 
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* Welfare Too Low 

People's Editor: 

A news item the othei- day stated 
that the overseers of the public wel- 
fare have resumed cash payments to 
relief recipients, but contains no 
statement as to the baiiis on which 
such payments were resumed. 

It will be of interest to the general 
public to know that, despite several 
reductions in relief allowances during 
the i>ast two years — which have 
brought them below an amount which 
cannot even meet the cost of food and 
rent, to say nothing of all the other 
things that ijcople (even the poor), 
need, such as clothing, gas and elec- 
tricity, car fares, medicines, house- 
hold supplies, and so forth — they are 
now being given from 30 to 40 per 
cent, le.ss than they received prior to 
the bank holiday. For them to pay 
any rent laider the circumstances 
v.'ould seem to be out of the ques- 
tion. 

The further cutting of their meagre 
grants — which will save to the city 
$4'?O,000 during the montii of March— 
i.'. being taken out of the poor, not 
because they were already receivin,? 
too much, but because that seems to 
be the easiest way of saving. It is. 
to say the least, a most questionable 
method of reducing municii>al c.xpen- 
dilurcs. The city administration 
should make possible the immediate 
restoration of the moneys which have 
been taken without furtfeer notice 
from tlie poor during the past three 
week.s. If the city must save, it 
should do so in other directions. The 
agony these people are expcriencmg 
under these circumstances is beyond 
description, and nothing should be 
done to add further to their degrada- 
tion. 

The mayor, by implication, in hij 
reply to the Chamber committee, ha.i 
advocated the increase of relief funds, 
either through a bond issue or by 
assistance from state or federal funds. 
Let us hope that .such action is soon 
taken, to the end that the lot of those 
in distress may be speedily relieved.

"If rresidpnt Roosevelt wants to

1 The resolution was introduced by 
Kx-State Representative Thomas A. 
Niland of East Boston. 

Morlffage Rate Protested 

Another resolution, unanimously 
adopted, was to the efTect that home 
i owners and owners of small apai't- 
ment property are chf.rged a rate on 
first mortgages that is "unfair, 
burdensome, inequitable and exces- 
sive," and that "in paying the present 
rate the real estate owners are pay- 
ing a larger rate to the mortgflgeea 
than the mortgagers are receiving 
from then- other investments of no 
higher security." 

Four percent annually was named 
as a fair rate in the resolution, which 
also mentioned petitioning the Legis- 
lature to take action. 

Labeling tho promise of a $7 cut

MAINTENANCE COSTS 
Comparative maintenance costs of 
four city departments in 1916 and VJi^i 
were stres.sed as major factors m tax 
rate increases. He declared thai the 
cost of hospitals jumped from $788,000 
to $3,670,000; police from $2,700,000 to 
i;6.514 000; public welfare from $580,000^ 
to $10,000,000 and the institutions de- 
partment from f,432,000 to $1,128,000. 

"You mav nsk the rea.son?" he coii- 
tlnued. "It is simple. The private wel- 
fare agencies have broken down and are 
unable to meet their ordinary obliga- 
tions. In the last four years we have 
been forced to take over children 
formerly cared for by them with the 
result that Boston is today caring for 
1400 children. 

"Substantially all ef the work of the 
private agencies has been unloaded on 
:he city in four years, not of the inclina- 
tion or desire of those in control of 
these organizations but as a matter of 
dire ncces.sity because they were unable 
to function. , , , ^ .^v, 

"Back in 191' we were told that with 
prohibition, we would need only one- 
half our police department, that there 
would not be any poor, that Institutions 
would be vacant, but the cost of four 
flepartments of the city has increased 
$17,000,000. In addition, .schools cost 
$7,000,000 in 1916 and $17,000,000 in 
1932 Add just $10,000,000 to the other

LAST RESORT 
"If conditions wei-c normal and if 
there were opportunity for the ordinary 
man to find employment it would be a 
simple matter to have a low tax rate. 
Today the ordinary man \vho cannot 
(Ind work wants to blame somebody. He 
has proceeded to join the procession ot 
those who are blaming officials in public 
office, 

"I have no apologies to offer, I have 
introduced ever'- po.ssible sane and in- 
telligent measure of retrenchment in 
municiijal expenditures. Finally as a. 
la.st resort I must introduce salary re- 
ductions. 

"I confe5.s that it is extremely dis- 
tasteful to do it. I don't believe that 
salary cutting is economically sound, I 
believe that the workers will be injured 
for a long time. Apparently there is no 
other course open. There were $20,000,- 

000 in tax deliiKiuencies at the start of 
the year. I believe that there will be a 
50 per cent, addition this year. It is 
ab.solutely and imiieratively nece.ssary 
that the cost ot running the city be 
reduced. 

"There has been no answer to un- 
employment since the world began but 
an opportunity for work. I have tried 
to provide work. Unemployment must 
continue to grow unless employment is 
found for those out ot work."

Mayor Curley, through Budget Com- 
missioner P'ox, yesterday notified de-

City Trying lo Borrow 

The date on winch the. salary reduc- 
tions become effective depends on the 
attitude of the financial interesti 
toward "reasonable" interest rates, 
the Mayor said. City Treas Dolan 
spent the greater part of yesterday ii, 
an effort to negotiate a loan, but up 
(o the closing hour yesterday, he had 
not been successful. The last loan was 
for $1.00(1, 000 for which interest of S-H 
percent was paid after the banks 
asked for 6 percent. 

Police Commissioner Hultman's ideas 
about pensions differ from Mayor 
Curley's. After receipt of the com- 
munication fiom Ml- Fox, Mr Hultmnn 
I said all applications received bv him 
would be held for the 10 days allowed 
him by law before signing and send- 
ing to the Mayor for approval.

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BOSTON AND PALL RIVEIt 

Mayor Curley was unfortunate In his citation 
of Fall River to support his contention that the 
reduction of tlie salaries and wages of Boston 
and Suffolk county employes will not reduce 
the lax rate. 

It Is perfectly true tliat the tax rat« In Pall 
Kiver j,s higher today than it was when the 
salary cuts were made in that city. The rate 
in 1931 was $40, the present rate is $43.70, and 
the rate to be announced the cominR Septem- 
ber is expected to be the saiuc. But had the 
salary cuts not been made, the tax rate would 
be $50.o;> instead of $4:i.70, and had tiierc not 
been in addition a .sub,stantial reduction in per- 
sonnel the Pall River tax rate would be $54.70 
instead of $43.70. 

These of course arc .simply elementary fact.s. 
If a city's valuations remain the same and ex- 
penditures ai'e reduced the tax rate comes down. 
Fall River reduced its payroll 20 per cent., and 
also decreased the number of employes on the 
city payrolls, with tlie result that the total out- 
lay for salaries and wages in 1932 was $2,300,- 
000 as compared with $3,;)00,000 in 1930, ii dif- 
ference of one-third. 

It should be borne in mind tliat all thl.i 
time valuations in Fall River have been going 
down. Tlicse valuations are by far the most 
Important Tador in the situation, affecting tlic 
city's financing much more than the heavy ex- 
penditures for welfare work and the burden of 
the debt service. The total valuation in 1926 
was $214,000,000, by 1930 it had dropped to $149,- 
000,000, while the 1931 valuation was $123,000,- 
000, last year's $112,000,000, and this year's is 
expected to be $109,000,000, Between 1930 and 
1933 there has been a drop of 27 per cent, in 
valuations, or $40,000,000. In the face of that 
reces.sion the tax rate has increased only $3,70. 

Obviously It is fallacious to use Fall River's 
tax rate alone as an argument against salary 
reductions in Boston. The truth is that Fall 
River's rate lia.s risen in spite of such economies, 
not because of them. Tlie board of control has 
been confronted with many difficult problems 
which Boston .so far has happily escaped. Since 
1926 industrial valuations have sunk 72 per 
cent, in the textile city, and the total of taxa- 
ble property has been cut in half. Thirty cents 
of every dollar of city revenue, moreover, must 
bo applied to debt service, and the cost of un- 
employment relief is necessarily large. In view 
of these conditions, it is remarkable tliat the 
stat-e board has been able to keep the lax rate 
from soaring out of sicht.

Joint Legislative Commit- 
tee Favors Measure Giv- 
ing Curley Power 

REDUCTION OF STATE 
SALARIES ADVANCED 



Pa.ssasre of Ipgislation gtvlnp Mayor 
Curley full power U> roduco the salaries 
Df city of Baston and SiifTolk county 
employes and officials, appeared certain 
last night, when the Joint ways and 
means committee of the Legislature 
voted to report a measure to the Legi.i- 
/ature today suspending certain of the 
:lvil service regulations and otherwise 
ii,>:perising with statutory re.strictioas on 
renernl pay cuts. The bill will be re- 
ported to the Senate today and an ef- 
fort will be made to bring about Its en- 
ictment, this afterncKin if possible under 
ii'.spension of the rules. 

Shortly before the action of the joint 
committee, the House ways and means 
:ommitt€e voted to concur with the Sen- 
ate on the amendments attached by 
hat body to the bill reducing the sal- 
aries of all state employes and officials 
rom 10 to LS per cent. The amrnd- 
iiients, adopted by the Senate on Tues- 
day, reduce the effective period of the 
pay cuts from two years to 20 months, 
beginning Aptil 1, and also protects the 
retirement right.s of employes re'ireu 
idurlng the period of the cut. 

I CONCURRENCE SE>;N 

' The action of the ways nnd means 
committee would appear to forecast con- 
currence on the Senate amendments by 
jthe Hou.se when the bill comes before 
that body for action to<iay or tomor- 
row. The bill provides for cuts aver- 
aging U) per cent, lor officials and em- 
plo.ves receiving $b2au or less, ana la per 
cent, for thase receiving In excess of 
that amount. 

In the ca.'ic of legislators, whose sal- 
aries of $2000 would be cut 10 p«!r cent., 
the reduction would apply during the 
calendar year.s 1933 and 1934. while with 
all others in the stat< employ the period 
of the reductions would extend from 
April 1. 1933, to Dec. I, 1934. Emplo.ves 
o.' the Soldiers' Home. Chelsea, would 
be among lho.so affected. Total savings 
for a full .vi ar Uiidcr the measure are 
estimuicd at $2,250,000. 

Among tho.'^ who con fenced wiUi the 
Hou.se ways and means commitiee dur- 
ing Its consideration of the Senate 
amendments were Speaker f_,everett Sal- 
t(m.stall of the Hoiuse ajid Roijresenta- 
tives George T. Cahill of Bralntree and 
Victor I''. Jewctt of l/owell, Itepublican 
floor leaders. Speaker Saltonslall. when 
queried on his ixwition on the riders, 
told reporters. "I'll be guided by the 
conclusions of the committee." 

Earlier in the aftern(X)n aii attempt 
was made in the Senate to strike out, 
the amendmeat reducins the duration 



of the salary cut period and to restore 
the 1)111 to Its or'iglnal form, with its 
provision for a two-year out. 

Senator Charles A. Stevens sponsored 
an amendment to make the cut eftective 
for the longer jx-riod. but his move 
met defeat on a rising vote of 19 to 
15. The bill was then passed to be 
engrossed and sent to the House. 

SILVERMAN HEARD 

The Joint ways and means committee, 
before voting to report the bill giving 
Mayor Curley the authority .sought to 
reduce salaries generally, gave a hearing 
ir. executive session to Samuel Silver- 
man, city of Boston corixiration counsel, 
v.ho outlined in detail the mayor's views 
or, the required legislation. Others who 
were clo-'^eted with the committet- dur- 
ing its session included Heni'v L. .Shat- 
tuck, former chairman of the House 
ways and means committee, and Abra- 
ham C. Ca.s.^on. legislative agent of the 
city of Baston. Silverman and Shattuck 
also conferred with Gov. Ely on the 
subject earlier in the day. 

The bill to be reported today by the 
ioint committee will follow the general 
lines of the measure filed by Senator 
Henry Parkman. Jr.. of Bo.ston. Sena- 
tor Parkman. himself a member of the 
ways and means committee, said last 
night the origuial bill would require re- 
drafting in some portions, but that it 
would be substantially the same as 
when heard bv the committee last 
Thursday. 

The Parkman bill as originally drawn 
permits reduction of salaries of the 
same grade or classification uniformly 
nolwithslanding civil service regulation. 
or provisions of chapter 31 of the gen- 
eral laws. It also permits of reductior 
of teachers' salaries during the schoo 
year by the school committee. 

MAYOR MAY ACT 

The bill provides that in the case ot 
county and certain city departmenUs. 
Including the police, the mayor shall 
first give written notice to the heads of 
the departments In question, and that 
: if after 10 days a department head fails 
to act. the mayor by executive order 
mav him.self effect reductions. 

According to one of the members of 
the point ways and means committee, 
the bill agreed upon also gives the 
mayor the power to reduce the salaries 
of members of the citv council. 

The bill is expected to remove all 
obstacles to salary cuts effecting city 
and county emplo.yes. Mayor Curley. In 
replying recently to a demand of the 
Boston Chamber of Commerce that he 
effect a $15,000,000 cut in the budget 
to in.sure a reduction in taxe.-^. expre.s.^^d 
his readiness to cut i^alaries but asserted i 
that changes in the laws would be 
nece.ssaiy before he c juld undertake 
such a move. 

At least three members of the Joint 
way,s and means committee will dissent 
from the favora.ble report to be filed 
today. The.'^e will include Sei.ator 
Crporge G. Moy.se of Walfham. "Ser.a'or 
Donald 'W. Nicholson of Wareham and 
r^ei)rc.sentative William P. Hickev of 
Boston. It was slated last night that 
these members had voted against the 
bill, with .several other members of the 
committee yet to be polled, although a 
clear majority of votes were casL in 
favor.

Seventy temporaa-y employes In the 
sU'eel laying out department were dis- 
charged yesterday on demand of the 
finance commission, and 62 others in 
the public works department were also 
dismissed because of certainty of a. like 
demand on Mayor Curley. 

Though no specific reference was 
made by the commission to the mayor 
concerning 80 temporary wcirkers in the 
assessing department, Chainnan Ed- 
wai'd T. Kelly of the assessors was 
bluntly told Wednesday by an tnve.stl- 
gator of the commi.-'sion that their 
■services were unneces.saiy and tliat 
ilieir dismissal would be strongly 
recommended. 

MAYOR AGREES 

In announcing his capitulation to the 
demand of the finance commission, 
Mayor Cwley, expressing agreement 
boUi with the atiUude of the street 
commls-sioners that the 70 temporary 
workers were engaged in beneficial em- 
ployment and with the conviction of 
the finance commission that their ser- 
vices were no longer necessary, declared 
tiiat the temporary men In the flsiess- 
ing department will be retained.

-Gov- 
ernor Ely and a party of Massa- 
chusetts officials were received at 
the White House today and pre- 
sented to President Roosevelt tlie 
Massachusetts plan for the re- 
habilitation of labor and industry. 
The plan was favorably received by 
"■ the President for in most of its 
essential aspects it reflected Mr. 
Roosevelt's already expressed views. 

The outstanding features of the 
Martsachusetts proposals were B^ed- 
pral re>riiiation of the hours of work 
on the principle of a (Ive-day-weck 
nnd a shorter workinp day; ttie es- 
tablishment nationally of a mini- 
mum waf^e scale; the abolition of 
rijrht work by women and minors; 
and the revision of the anti-trust 
Jaws to permit trade aRreements 
mibject (o federal approval. 

President Roosevelt ha.s not yet 
declared himself on the question 
of anti-trust law revision, but so 
far as reduced hours of labor and 
minimum wapre scales are con- 
cerned, the President has already 
given such a program his lull en- 
dorsement. The proposals along

Mr. Roosevelt sent the nomina- 
tion of Mrs. Owen, former member 
of the House from Florida and the 
daughter of William Jennings Bry- 
an, to the Senate together with the 
nomination of Mayor James M. 
Curlpy of Boston as ambassador to 
Poland. 

Appointment of Mayor Curley to 
■the diplomatic post at Warsaw was 
forecast a week ago but announce- 
ment was delayed, according to re- 
p(Uts bore, because of uncertainty 
.that he would accept the post. 
' The status of Mayor .Curley in 
the present administration has 
been an outstanding topic of con- 
versation among New Engianders 
since the election of President 
Roosevelt last fall. 

Reports first listed the Boston 
mayor as a cabinet possibility and 
later as a prospect for Assistant 
Secretary nf Treasurer. Other ru- 
mors placed him in a number of 
posts, ranging from governor gen-

j porters had been told that he was in 

, his home recovering from the effects 

of a "severe cold." 

It is reported here that he is seek- 
ing a "showdown" with the adminis- 
tration over just wliat he can expect 
in the line of "reward" for his cam- 
paigning for Roosevelt both before and 
after the Democratic convention. 

It is reported that the appointment 
to Poland did not .sot too well with 
the Boston mayor but that he would 
accept it. temporarily a.sking the ad- 
ministration to put him on a "pre- 
ferred li.st" when another important 
IVKsition within the United States prop- 
er is open. 

Mayor Curley refu.sed to talk with 
Washington newspapermen but Rear- 
don intimated that he would have a 
statement to make later in the day. 

Mayor Curley has declined to say 
whether or not he would accept the 
appointment as amba.'^.sador to Poland 
but his acceptance is anticipated by 
tha administration following toiay's 
surprl.se conference. His decision is 
expected to be announced following 
hi.'- meeting with the President. 

The mayor's visit to Washington 
was entirely unexpected and his name 
difi not hppnar cm President Roo.se- 
velt's calling list tor tlie da;^. i\ vva.s 
understood, however, that an audience 
would b* an'anged_durlng_the day.

Curlcy's Friends Boom i 
Hinifor Governor

BOSTON, April 15— A "Cuiley 
for Governor" boom appeared in 
the makins today by friends and 
admlrors of Mayor Curley as he 
returiipd home from Washington 
after persiiadinR President Roose- 
velt to withdraw his name as Am- 
ba.ssador-desJKnate to Poland. 

The Mayor's decision aRainst f»o- 
mg to Poland ohangos his political 
future, his friends said. It mal<ps 
him the leadinp flcute in the city 
election next Decemher and pos- 
sibly in the state the foilowinR 
year. His "s-reatest and long-ad- 
mitted ambition" has been to he 
Governor. Governor Ely, Demo-; 
Crat. is serving his second and 
what is believed to. be his last 
term, Curley was Democratic can- 
didate for Governor in 1924 but 
was defeated by Alvan T. Fuller 
by 160,807 votes. ' 

Some friends today saw Curley 
next year as the Democratic can- 
didate for the United States Sen- 
ate, but this would mean opposing 
Seiiatnr Walsh, Democrat, a strong 
vote-grtter. 

Some politicians asserted that 
Curiey was bitterly digappoinied 
over his failure to receive a m.ijor 
Federal appointment. He w;is ilie 
oiiginal ciinipaigncr for the noo,-!e- 
veU-Garncr ticket in Massachu.^etts 
and toured the country. If he was 
to enter the diplomatic service, 
these politicians said, he expected 
and wanted to go to Rome. 

The Mayor was quoted as stat- 
ing: 

"It is the general axiom of poli- 
tics that it is a wise thing to pro- 
tect the home base. In times like 
these it one i.'i 4,000 miles away 
froin home he 1.=; apt to become the 
'forgotten man.' " 

By remaining in Boston. Curley 
faces the task of slashing the sala- 
ries of public employes by about 
S.5. 000,000, authority for which was 
given him by the Legislature. 

Legislative action on » proposed 
investigation of affairs of the city 
of Boston was also imminent, as t 
was a, pioposai for a probe of the 
city's finances. The joint Rules 
Committee h.is bnlh proposals un-^ 
der consideration with action on j 
them expected next week. 
Becomes Reception 

A meeting in FHHueil Hall orig- 
inally scheduled as the start of a 
"Keep Curley In America" cam- 
paign, was tjansformed into a re- 
ception. A welcome home recep- 
tion was scheduled at City Hall. 

Hundreds of telegrams and mes- 
sages deluged Curley's .Jamaica- 
way home, expressing gratification 
that the city's chief executive had 
decided not to accept the diploma- 
tic post. Polish residents of Bos- 
ton expressed regret over his re- 
fusal. 

Disappointment was expressed 
friends of President Joseph Mc- 
Grath of the Cily Council, who 
would have assumed the Mayoral 
chair had Curley accepted. Mc- 
G.-ath, however, declared that the 
city I~^ exceptioivillN' fortunate 
that his honor, the Mayor, in a 
crisis like this, has agreed to stay 
on the job."

Those who have lieard no clarion calls from 
press and public in Boston for the continued ap- 
plication of Mayor Curley's political genius to 
the momentous problems facing that metrop- 
olis, are now assured that there ha.-, neverthe- 
less, been an "insistent demand" that this aljle, 
i unselfish and magnanimous servant of the people 
he permitted to serve out the remainder o' !iis 
term as Mayor. We have no less an authority 
1 for it than the Mayor him.^elf, who in a spirit 
'of unparalleled self-renunciation, but with 
"eternal gratitude," has put from him, as did 
Caesar the crown, the appointment as United

The decision is merely another manifestation 
of the unselfishly actuated service rendered by 
him In the campaign when he offered Mr. Roo.sc- 
vcl*- his support in the belief that "under the 
able, cour;igeou.= and humane lea<Iership of Pres- 
i.'cnt Koo.-:c\e!t happinc^f through prosperity 
v.ouM be restored to tl-.e people nf .America."

CURLEY'S DECLINATION 

Msyor James M. Curley, of Boston, has 
rejected the appointment as ambassador to 
Poland on the ground that he is needed at 
home. In a statement given the press he is 
quoted as saying that he \ya.s unwilling to 
leave his post as mayor "until such time as 
conditions materially improve." We are at a 
loss to understand exactly what Mayor Cur- 
ley can do to better conditions there that his 
successor might not be able to do in his ab- 
sence. It has been our experience that this 
is not a one-man country and it is probable 
there are a number of Boston gentlemen who 
could fill his present position. 

We suspect that Mayor Curley turned 
down the ambassadorship to Poland for oth- 
er rea.sons than that given. Poland being 
a mere dot on the face of the universe, prob-i 
ably did not appeal to him. If he had been 
asked to go to France or Italy or any of the 
other first class powers he would probably 
have found his way clear to leave the Bos- 
tonese to shift for themselves. It is recalled 
that the mayor of the "Hub" was not an 
original Roosevelt supporter, having been 
'- one of the "bitter enders" in the Al Smith 
ranks, so the proffer of an ambassadorship 
was a graceful act on the pari of tlie piesl- 
dent. 

However, we believe Mr. Curley has lost 
an opportunity not only of high service to 
his country, but missed a lot of excitement 
during the next four or eight years. Poland 
is likely to be the theatre of considerable 
action in the near future. Her position be- 
twee?i three warlike countries cannot be 
considered a desirable one with irresponsible 
leadership in Germany itchuig to return 
that country to its old militaristic policy. 
While of course, the other great i)owers 
would give the little buffer state their moral ^r 
.support in the fvent she is disturbed, the

less it is Mr. York, who offers much of a threat 
in that district- though Mr. Ttcadway has had 
one or two rather close shaves in the past. 

The Republicans in fact are counting on in- 
creasing their representation in the national 
House. Thry have little or no hope for the Sen- 
ate seat now held under a sort of life tenure by 
David Ignatius Walsh. No man is "unbeat- 
able," but Mr. Walsh comes as neai to being 
that' as he need be. Who will oppose him is 
very much in the air, though there is still talk 
of trying to persuade Eben Draper to make the 

try again. 

In the House, there are at least two seats of 
which the Republicans have hopes. They believe 
that Congressmen Granficld and Healey can be 
defeated bv "the right men ; ' but so far no one 
knows who are the right men. Granheld's dis- 
trict is not a normally Democratic district, and 
might not have Iwen lost to Granficld in the first 
place had not his opponent tried the futile device ' 
of being on two aides of an issue at practicilly 
the same lime. Mr. Granfield has made, political 
yains and losses since winning the seat in Wash- 
ington and it is probably the fact that a strong 
and popular Republican pitched against him 
next year would give him a lively race , and 
would have an even chance of winning the seat.

Chairman Terry knows that political 
success is not automatic, and that no matter 
how good the candidates, there has to be a great 
deal of routine organization work done, and this 
work has to be done in the off seasons between 
contests— before there are any personalities in 

the picture.

.a course. They say it is a confes- 
sion of failure in advance to sug- 
gest lowering of our standards and 
that their plan would be the most 
effective. 

Commissioner of Labor Edwin S.

"However." he adds, "the nation- 
al legislation on hours of labor and 
related matters now being ad- 
vanced by the President and vir- 
tually certain of enactment in some 
form will supercede in importance 
the compact as an instrument for 
equalizing labor conditions."

E\'er since Ro()^:o\ell \\'n« tiifinun.itcd at Chicago, 
a burning polilicnl question hereabouts has been 
the probable reward of James M. Gurley for his 
support of the Democratic nominee at a time vhen 
the majority ot Massachusetts Democrats wanted 
Alfred E. Smith. So certain were political observers 
that Roo.sevelt would win that they began taking 
care of Curley before the election.

'I'lie iioiiiinatioii of Mayor James M. Curley 
of Boston as Ambassador to Poland, the Mayor's 
silence for two days after his name v\as . jnt 
to the Senate for confii-mation, his sudden and 
dramatic appearance in Washington at the 
moment that members of his family were in- 
forming Boston reporters that he was confined 
to his home by illness, and his announcement, 
after a conference with President Roosevelt, 
that he had declined the ambassatlorial post 
because he felt that it was his fiist duty to 
remain in Boston and serve out his term as 
Mayor, have opened up a wide field for political 
gossip and speculation. 

Foi- one tliinitr, it is quite out of the ordinar.v 
jfor a Pi'esident to submit an ambassadorial or 
any other important appointment to the Senate 
for confirmation without first ascertaining 
■whether or not the appointment is acceptable 
to the person upon whom it is bestowed. .Just 
why Mr. Roosevelt took it for granted if he 
did, that Mayor Curley, whose heait was said 
to be set upon an entirely different office, would 
welcome the Warsaw post is still a mystery 
and probably will continue to be. 

Early political Rossip in Boston and Wash- 
ington linked Curley's name with a possible 
appointment as Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasuryt' When that seemed to be out of the 
i|Liestion, gossip had it that his next choice was 
that of ."Vmbassador to Rome. Then came rumors 
of opposition from influential Democratic-sources 
in Massachusetts to the choice of the Boston 
Mayor as ,'\merica's representative at the 
■Quirinal, which aroused gi'eat indign.Mtiun on the 
part of Mr. Curley's followers. 

This feeling was not lessened when he was 
rii>t nierftioned foi Ambassador to Poland-, a

fact, it was intensified when formal announco- 
n-.ent of the appointment was made. 

Tliei'cfore the startling denouement, if a

picion that there is much more to it than is 
revealed in Mayor Curley's altruistic explanation 
that he has saciificed a great honor in obedience 
to what he terms "the demand of public and 
press that I remain in America" to serve the 
public "in a less exalted capacity."

' The Curley Incident 

The uoniinatioii of Mayor James M^Curley 
of Boston as Ambassador to Poland, the Mayor's 
■ Silence for two days after his niine was sent 
to the Senate for confirmation, his sudden and 
dramatic appe;\rance in Wasliinglon at the 
moment that members of his family were in- 
forming Boston reporters that he was confined 
t" his home by illness, and his announcement, 
after a conference with Pi^sident Roosevelt, 
that he ha<l declined the ambassadorial post 
because he felt that it was his first duty to 
U'main in Boston and serve out his trim as 
Mayor, ha\e opened up a wide fieUl fur political 
Sossip and speculation. 

For one thing, it is (|uite out of tiie ordinary 
for a President to submit an ambassadorial or 
any other important appointment to the Senate 
/or confirmation without first ascertaining 
whether or not the appointment is acceptable 
to the person \ipon whom it is bestowed. Just 
why Mr. Roosevelt took it for pranted if he 
did, that Mayor Curley, whose heart was said 
to be set upon an entirely different officP, would 
welcome tlie Warsaw post is still a mystery 
and probably will continue to he. 

Early political gossip in Boston an.l Wasb- 
iinKton linked Curley's name with a. possible 
pppointment as Assistant Secretary * of the 
Treasury. When that seemed to be out of the 
question, gossip had it that his next choice was 
that of Ambassador to Rome. Then came rumors 
of opposition from influential Democratic sources 
I in Mas.sachusetts to the choice of the > Boston 
Mayor as America's repre.sentativc at the 
Quirinal, which aroused great indif;n;.tion vm the 
part of Mr. Curley's followers. 

This feeling was not lessened when he wii? 
first mentioned for Ambassador to Polaml, a 
post which his friends held to be an inadequate 
reward for his services to the Roosevelt cause 
in the primary and presidential campaign. In 
fart, it was intensified when formnl announce- 
ment of the appointment was made. 

Therefore the startling denouement, if a 
Hirprise to the President, was not entirely un- 
expected by those close to Mayor Curley. In 
Massachusetts political circles there is a sus- 
picion that there is much more to it than is 
revealed in Mayor Curley's altruistic explanation 
that he has sacrificed a great honor in obedicnco 
|t.<> what he terms "tho demand of public and 
pre.-s that l remain in America" to serve the 
public "in a less exalted capacity."

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HIS HAND TO THE PLOW 

The news that Mayor Jim Curley, of Bos- 
ton, has declined the appointment as Am- 
bassador to Poland, offered him by President 
Roosevelt, seems to have cheered Boston con- 
siderably. Even the Boston Transtript, 
which had previously recommended him as 
a "man who does his own thinking and is not 
easily to be moved b)' the wiles of asseniJ 
bled diplomats," accepts his decision philo- 
sophically, remarkins that "the Polish post 
hardly offers him the opportunities for the 
kind of service he feels he can render.' The 
New York Times, taking note of this perhaps 
somewhat reserved praise of a great official, 
pays Major Curley the tribute of saying that 
he has refu.-^cd a "brilliant, important but 
socially expensive olhcc to remain in Bos- 
ton probably to incur unpopularity by cut- 
ting municipal salaries. 

There were dissenting \oiccs. The Ku Klux 
Klan aroused itself from a lethargy o( long 
standing to burn a liery cross on Bo.'ton 
Common, the accompanying legend reading: 
"Mayor Curley refuses to go to Poland, but 
we have spoken. He must leave Massachu- 
setts." Various Democratic politicians who 
were converted to the New Deal less prompt- 
ly than was Mayor Curley jeered at his 
readiness to leave Boston in the lurch but, 
now that he has punctured that impeach- 
ment, they treat the incident as the begin- 
ning of the end of Mayor Curley's cordial 
relation with Mr. Roosevelt. They declare 
that the President has taken the Mayor for 
a ride and that, even should local conditions 
make Mr. Curley more enthusiastic for some 
other foreign city than he was for Warsaw. 
he will not be given a second shot. To all this 
Mayor Curley has remained indifferent, in- 
sisting that he was "delighted" with the ap- 
pointment but that, after all, Boston was 
feeding 125.CK)0 people who mu?t not be neg- 
lected. "I am familiar with the city's prob- 
lems." he said, "and I am unwilling in turn 
them- over to another now. ' 
- This insistence upon responding to the 
call of duty, even when Bostons gain meant 
Warsaw's loss, ought not to be ignored by 
Mr. Roosevelt when he looks about for somc^ 
body to take the job which Mayor Curlr\ 
ha^ turned down. Poland, after all, is the 
cockpit of Europe and the American Am- 
bassador there— however familiar he may be 
with the problems of Boston or Memphis- 
ought to have some appreciation of the prob- 
lems of Poland, upon a sane solution of 
which depends to so large a degree the peace 
of Europe. Mayor Curley's aliilily to dc5cr> 
the potentialities of the Roosevelt niovcmcm 
when it was a cloud no bigger than a man s 
hiiul on the political horizon suggests inn- 
siderabte capacity for a dipluuiaiic pu.^i. .Mi.

Washington, April 14— President 
Roosevelt has found a second promi- 
nent Democrat who does not want a 
job, at all events, the job that wa.s 
offered. 

Ma.yor James M. Curley of Boston 
ha.s declined the Amba.ssadorship to 
Poland. The declination was an- 
nounced at the 'White House today 
after the nomination had been for- 
mally made to the Senate yesterday. 

Mr. Curley thinks fie had bc+ter 
remain at his present post. He has 
consulted with various interests in 
his city and all have urged him not 
to de.sert the city during the period 
of the emergency. He has heeded the 
advice given and has .sent word to the 
President that he will remain where 
he is. 

Nomination To Be Withdrawn 
The nomination will be withdrawn, 
just as was that of Arthur Mullen, of 
Nebraska, who was nominated two 
weeks ago to be a Federal circuit 
judge. Mr. Mullen, as did Mr. Curley, 
allowed the appointment to be made 
before deciding that he did not wish 
the place. 

Both the Nchraskan and the Bos- 
tonian had been mentioned freely at 
one time for Cabinet posts, but neither 
was chosen. 
Mr. Curley's announcement follov/."!; 
"President Roo.sevelt has seen fit to 
tender me the post of Ambassador to 
Poland and this expression of friend- 
ship and the opportunity to serve 
America and the Poli.sh people which 
this gencnnis tender epitomized is an 
honor for which I shall be eternally 
grateful. 

"Tlie service rendered by me in the 
campaign was given by me imselfLslily 
and actuated by the conviction which 
is daily being borne out— that under 
the able, courageous and humane 
leadership of President Roosevelt hap- 
pine.ss through proi^perily would be 
restored to the people of America.

Selecting 
Curlcy for an important post was logical 
political action on the part of President 
Roosevelt, because Curlcy was among the 
lirst political leaders to urge Roosevelt for 
the Democratic nomination for the presi- 
dency. Declining the appointment, under ex-' 
isting contlitions, however, was logical — • 
Icjgical, irrespective of any dissatisfaction 
Curley may h|ive felt at the post offered him. 

It IS undoubtedly true that Curley would 
have preferred a major or minor cabinet 
post or tiic ambassadorship to Italy to the 
and)assadorship to Poland. The NX'arsaw i)ost 
is important, nevertheless, quite as im-| 
portant, it seems to us, as Curley's place and 
intluence in his party. And it is undoubtedly 
true that the most appropriate appointment 
for Curley was that as goverjior general of 
Puerto Ric-o, which he represented as a dele- 
gate to the Democratic national convention. 
And, finally, it is almost certain that, had he 
been a private citizen, Curley would not 
have hcsitate<l a moment to accept the ap- 
pointment to Warsaw. 

But lie is not a private citizen. He is the 
mayor of Boston and he is a most active 
Massachusetts politician. Being mayor of a 
city today is not a trilling job; it is, on the 
contrarv, a job of highest importance and 
greatest" difficulty; it is not a job which the 
possessor, who has also a sense of public 
responsibility, can readily abandon. Boston's 
problems are many and complex; no man is 
better able to tackle them than Curlcy; no 
man has a more urgent sense of duty to 
tackle them. There was, furthermore, a de-' 
maud in Boston that he stick to his job, a 
demand he could not readily ignore, even if 
he had been so disjioscd. 

Accepting an ambassadorship, moreover, 
is someliiing Curley, as an active politician, 
might hesitate about. While being an am-, 
hassador would give him much i)crsonnl 
satisfaction, it would not be of great benctit 
to him ])olitically in Massachusellsa.

MAYOR CURLEY'S DECLINAl lUIN 

Mayor Curley, in dcci'inTnB to serve as ambassador to Poland, 
expressed in appropriate terms his gratitude for this appointment, and 
he is quoted as saying that he was delighted with the honor thus given 
liiiii. Yet friends of his are quoted as expressing a resentment because 
he did not get some other high post he was supposed to desire. It is 
natural enough for him to wish to serve out his term as mayor of Boston, 
yet he should not be disappointed about the Polish appointment, for 
it truly was a high honor. Some of iMr, Curley's friends who may regard j 
it as a second rate recognition, do not perhaps realize that Poland is a j 
country of 32,000,000 population. The disputes of Poland and Germany 
over the so-called Polish corridor, a territory inhabited by both. Germans 
and Poles, constitute one of the worst trouble spots in Europe. The Poles 
say they must possess this territory to give their country a .seaport, and 
because it is largely PolLsh, while the Germans say the gift of this 
territory to Poland drove a wedge directly through their country, and cut 
off East Prussia, which is wholly German. It is much as if a strip of 
territory running from Bo.'ston to the northern Vermont line were given 
to Canada, thus cutting off Maine from the rest of tlie United States. 

A diplomat who could do anything to help adjust that quarrel would 
mal^e a world wide fame for himself. It is a situation where a diplomat 
with political skill might be able to do a fine piece of work. Mr. Curley 
is a clever politician, and he demonstrated that quality when he perceived 
long before many other Ma,ssachusetts Democrats, that Franklin Roose- 
velt wifs a rising star.

Tlie reply of Mayor Hoan was 
interesting and illuminating. Me said 
tliat SI) far as he hsd been able to 
observe in his own city, and he be- 
lieved it was true of Boston, tlie 
reason was his refusal to accept the 
recammen:iation or advice of bankers 
or of experts in the employ of banks."

BOSTON, April 20. -The mo.=t in- 
teresting speculation re.specting any 
public man in New England per- 
tains to ttie future of James M. 
Curley, Mayor of Boston. His re- 
fusal of the post of AmbB.ssador to 
Poland is still a topic of general 
conversation. Nobody itnowa what 
did happen, but the Mayor became 
overnight a national figure once 
more. All the home folk wonder if 
he will continue to be a national 
figure. Surely the President con- 
sulted him in advance of the pres- 
entation of his name to the Senate 
for confirmation. Surely the Presi-I 
dent must have made the usual in- , 
quiries at Warsaw whether Mr. j 
Curley would be persona grata. ]5id 
or did not tlie Mayor indicate his 
willingness to accept the appoint- 
ment? 

There is geneial agrermenl here 
that he would have performed the 
duties of the emhas.'sy with ,siirrp.=;.s 
and perhaps witli distinction. 
Doubtles." it would have enlailrd a 
heavy charge upon his private 
purse. The Mayor is not a linK\ii.''t, 
but then, many of Ameiica's nio.st 
useful foreign Mlni.-^ters have 
known only English. Nobody dc- ' 
nies the nbillty of Mr. Curiry nor ' 
his charm when at hi.'; bc.«t, and 
as a. platform speaker he rank,'; 
with almost anybody in this 
country. 

Mayor's rosition In Doubt. I 

Today the Mayor is the target of 
a rapid-fire of interrogation points. ; 
Ha.'t he quarreled with the Presi- 
dent'.' Tiieir formal relations are 
quite proper. The Mayor Is "eter- 
nally grateful" and all that. It 
goes without saying that he did not 
get what he wanted. There la 
good wairant for saying that he 
aspired to a Cabinet post, then to 



an assistant secreiarysnip, and ; 
finally that he was willing to go : 
to Rome. 

Now he has made it necessary ■ 
for the Slate Dei)artment to apolo- 1 
gize to Warsaw. He has placed I 
the President in an embarrassing 
position. He considered it e.xpedl- 1 
ent to motor to Providence and 
there to entrain for Washington to 
^ee personally the Postmaster 1 
( leneral and the President for rea- 
sons which one may surmise with i 
some degree of probability. Any- 1 
how. the President and the Mayor i 
seem to evaluate tlie latter's cam- 
paign services differently. The 
Mayor failed to send a Koosevell . 
delegation to the convention last | 
June, but let it be remembered thnt : 
the attempt was made at the be- 
hest of the candidate and against 
the advice of hi.i intimate counsel- 
ors. As a campaign orator the 
Mayor did good .=^ervice after the 
nomination, although in States on ■ 
the far side of the country. 

Mr. Curlpy's third four-year term ! 
as Mayor will expire in January. ^ 
No other Mayor has such a record. 
He is not eligible under the charter 
for another consecutive term. What 
then of his future? 

Tf Governor Ely does the ex- 
pected thing and reframs from 
running for a third term that field 
will he open next year, and Mayor 
Curley would like to he Governor. 
The Walsh-Ely machine is in the 
ascendant however, and the going 
would be very hard. Relations be- 
tween the Hill and the Hall have 
not been any too cood these two ' 
years. The Mayor's backers de- ! 
Clare the situation enhances his ' 
prestige, but few others endorse 
that opinion. I 

What of the remaining eight | 
months of the term? The makings! 
exist for several livelv altercations. '■ 
The biggest difference between the ' 
administration and several very 
important groups of taxpayers and 
biisiness leaders has to do with 
salary and wage cuts. The Mayor! 
has financed the enormous public 
welfare charges of the past two! 
year.s in part from "voluntary" i 
contributions bv city ecnployc.q. ' 
Several business associations, in- 
cluding the Chamber of Commerce, I 
have insisted for months that > 
salary cuts must be made. 1 

Banks Demand Economy. 

Can the city be financed during 
the months that yawn between the ' 
time of the exhaustion of the free 
cash with which the Treasury be- 
gins the year and the time when 
the tax payments begin to come in 
unless these cuts are made? The 
ordinary course is to borrow on [ 
short-term notes. A few weeks aco 
the banks made advances, hut tliry 
let the Mayor come to them instead 
of responding to invitations for 
bids. A short time ago the Mayor 
was farrd with the necessity of go- 
ing without further loans or of ac- 
ceding to the demands of the banks 
for salary reductions. I 

He announced his "reluctant" ac- 
ceptance of their terms. Mean- 
time, the I,eglslature passed a hill I 
giving him the power to cut sala- 
Mes also which are nfjt under city 
control, as in the School Depart- 
ment, where the expenditures 
•-mount to almost a third of the 
lotnl. 

^'hvis the way seemed clear for 
wage cuts and bank Inans, In re- 
fusing Warsaw the Mayor affirmed 
his wish to continue to serve the 
City, and intimated that Boston 
needs an Executive of bis familiar- 
ity with its every problem. That is 



true. II Mayor curley »n°'"^^^' 
a complete job of renovation he 
could render such a service as no- 
body el.se could match. But light 
now there is anxiety in business 
circles lest the expected salary 
slashes be not forthconiing. ine 
city will need $20,000,000 to carry 
on until October. The Mayor an; 
nounced his intention to 'confer 
with the hankers. It terms shall 
not he arranged, how will the city 
be financed? It looks like an im- 
jiasse. The Mayor has once hinted 
at a possible bond issue. He has 
al^avs ftnphasizcd strongiy the 
high credit of the city. 
Right now also the Legislature U 
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likely to adopt a hill for an Investi- 
gation of the city charti>r, especial- 
ly the desirability of making 
changes for the sake of the well- 
known twain, economy and effi- 
ciency. The Joint Committee on 
[Rules reports "ought to pa.'is." At 
I the same time this committee re- 
ported adversely on the petition for 
I an investigation of the city's ex- 
I penditurcs of late years. The opln- 
1 ion of the informed public la that 
I the worth of any administration rie- 
I pends on the administrator, and 
that a revamping of the eharteri 
will not. help much to nub that' 
tendency toward extravagance j 
which often has been charged; 
against the present Executive. 

Whatever may come, it seems cer- 
tain that Mayor Ciuiey will hear 
watching. J-Ie never has manifest- 
ed a submissive disposition, and no 
far in his career he ha:! refused to 
■stay down for any length of time.

nr. Raczynski gave a comprehen- 
sive pir-ture of Polish achievement 
in the first 1,'i'years of its existence, 
dealing especially with commer''e 
and foreign relations. He told of 
Ihf fagic position in which Poland 
found ilscK following the great war. 

It faced the gigantic problem .of 
creating new offices, of uniting 
politically and economical! 
divisions, German, Pru 
Austrian. 

The speaker expressed extreme ap- 
preciation for the part America 
played in helping Poland to float a 
loan of ,? 120, 000, 000, an amount on 
which Poland has been able to pay 
interest.

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EXPLOSION SUFFERERS' 
LOSSES TO BE REPAID 

Aid of Many People 
Finally Brought 
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Success 
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Representatives Clayton L. Havey 
arid James J. Sullivan called upon 
CJovernor FJly last week and buc- 
oeedi'd in having: him sign the bill 
allowing the City of Boston to com- 
pensate 37 victims for damage done 
to their property as a result of a 
dynamite explosion which occurred 
on June 30, 1932, on Hinsdale road, 
and vicinity in the Cermantown sec- 
ti(m of West Roxbury. 

(iovernor Ely had sent the bill 
back to the Senate three times be- 
fore he would Ki^n it and in the sen- 
ate the fipht for its acceptance waa 
led by Senator White, but our local 
representatives were determined in 
their efforts to secure the passage of 
this legislation, and finally induced 
the Governor to sign it. After he 
had signed the bill, Governor Ely 
complimented Representatives Havey 
and Sullivan not only for the intel- 
ligent manner in which they had 
handled the bill, but for the time and 
effort they exerted in securing the 
bill's passage in both branches of the 
Legislature .He thereupon presented 
the quill with which he signed thiB. 
bill to the local representatives. 

The City of Boston is now author- 
ized to pay the claim coming under 
this bill. 

Representative Havey had charge 
of the bill for the joint Committee oa 
Cities un<i conducted its passage 
through the House and the Senate. 
|The hearing on this bill was lead by 
Representative Havey and ably sup- 
ported by Representative Sullivan, 
Senator Joseph White, Rev. James 
B. Lane and delegates from the fol- 
•lowing local organizations: Thomas 
iB, Kitapatrick of the Kosliiidale 
iBoard of Trade; Herbert J. Connors 
of the Brook Farm Civic association; 
Benjamin C. Lane of the West Rox- 
bury Citizens Association; Frank A. 
East of the West Roxbury Board of 
I Trade; Alfred Leon of the (;errnan- 
jtown Citizens association; and Rev. 
I James B. Lane for the Explosion vic- 
tims. 

The bill which will compensate 
those persons whose property waa 
damaged by the explosion reads as 
I follows: "For the purpose of dis- 
charging a moral obligation, the 
City of Boston may pay to persona 
whose property, located in the West 
Koxbury district of said city, was 
damaged on June 30th, 1932, by tha 
explosion of dynamite used in con- 
mection with sewer construction such 
sums, not succeeding in the aggre- 
gate $15,000, as may be mutually 
agreed upon, prior to the effeotive 
date of this act, by the legal depart- 
ment and approved by the Mayor in 
the case of property with respect to 
which the amount of damages has not 
been BO agreed upon prior to said 
pffective date."

Tlie gossip current in Democratic circles in 
^ iishinffton which credits Mayor James M. 
I^Curley of Boston with the ambition to wrest 
the senatorial toga from the shapely shoulders 
of David I. Walsh and drape it over his own 
rroud form is, of course, susceptible to con- 
Riderable discount. The 1934 campaign is still 
a long way ofl' and it may be doubted that 
Mayor Curley at this time has well formulated 
Vlaiis in rejrard either to the Covernorship or 
the Scnatorship or any other elective office. It 
is even more doubtful if he would make them 
public at this time if he had any such plans. 
That would be sounding a warning to his po- 
litical enemies, of whom he has many. 

The Boston Mayor has had recent experience 
of the lengths to which .some of his fellow 
iJcmocrats M-ould go in thwarting his ambitions. 
In the matter of the Ambassadorship to Rome, 
Recording tc current report, they were highly 
Ruccessful. 

There is no doubt about the Mayor's feeling 
toward Senator Walsh or the measure of the 
regard in which he is held by the Senator and 
the letter's friends. That was shown in the 
)>reshl«ntial primary a year ago, when Curley 
as the Roosevelt leader in Massachusetts made 
his lone and losing light against the Smith 
forces led by .Senator Walsh and Governor Ely. 
\\\> defeat on that occasion might fairly be re- 
garded as an augury of what woukl happen to 
>im in 1934 if by any chance he felt emboldened 
to conte.st the senatorial nomination with Senator 
IWalsh. 

Mas.sachusetts Democrats are, however, a bit 
jjien'ous over' the possibility of Curley's running 
either for Senator or for Governor next year. 
Unde the provisions of the Boston city charter 
he cannot succeed himself as Mayor and it is 
regarded as unlikely that he would relish the 
iilca of returning to private life while there was 
nny possibility of obtaining some other and, 
perhaps, more attractive elective or appointive 
position. His refusal of the Ambassadorship 
to Poland has been taken to indicate that what 
future ambitions or hopes he may have are 
lelaterl to the domestic scene. 

Washington gossip, for whatever it may be 
worth, has eliminate<l him from further con- 
sideration by President Roosevelt for any ap- 
pointive office. Tluit and the apparent futility 
of any .attempt to wrest the senatorship from 
Divi<l I. Walsh might seem to point to the 
pubernatorial race as the only inviting prospect 
for the Hon. James, but here again it is likely 
that he would meet the full strength of the 
WalshKly opposition. 

Moreover, and quite interestingly, the Wash- 
ington gossipers have brought forward as their 
ideal candidate for Governor of Mas.sachusetts 
i^one other than Congressman William J. Gran- 
field, who, as they see it, is .strategically located 
i.i Western Massachusetts and, in their opinion, 
would be entirely acceptable to Senator Walsh 
as a running mate. The soundness of this as- 
5uniptio" may be open to <|uestion. The value 
-.f the strategic location in the eyes of the Boston 
Democracy may be .subject to heavy discount as 
nlMi the idealism of his candidacy as viewed 



from the angle of his support of the bonus raid 
and the Garner pork barrel bill. 

Next year the Boston Democrats may feel, 
»^ they usually do, that the strategic location 
f<1r a Democratic candidate for Governor is 
'vhere the Democratic votes are thickest, which 
is in Boston. However, this is May, 1933, i^pd 
a lot of water will flow over the dam before 
tlip lineup for the 1934 nominations begins in 
fiirnost. 

V ALSH AND CUKLEY ' 

Candidates for elective office, 
either in the prospective or active 
stage of development, are notorious- 
I.V addicted to a feeling of confider.ce. 
To some of them, this feeling is a 
natural condition; to others, it is 
either inspired or fed. or both, by 
Eurrounding circumstances, mainly 
in the form of followers wlio find it 
both easy and sootliing to say "yes.'' 
\\Tiichevcr influence may l-)e the 
predominating one, there must be an 
abundr.nce of it to buoy any Demo- 
crat in this state to the heights of 
belief that he can walk into the 
party primaries next year and 
take from Senator David I. Walsh 
the nomination for United States 
senator. 

From Washington ycsierday there 
came a rather definite report plac- 
ing Mayor Curiey of Boston as a 
prospect for that honor— and ex- 
perience. From Boston, Mayor Cur- 
ley's response was merely to the 
effect that "at present" he is not a 
candidate against his "good friend," 
the senior senator. The point was, 
made that Mayor Curley's refusal 
of the diplomatic post to Poland is a 
clear indication that he prefers to 
eontinue his political life nearer 
home, and that a cast for the .sena- 
torship is more to his liking than a 
try for the gubernatorial post now 
lield by Mr. Ely. 

Mayor Curley is a brilliant man, 
wise in administrative ways, and' 
abund,ontly schooled in the paths of 
politics. But it has yet to be proved 
that Senator Walsh has lost any of 
the magic that has carried him along 
to victory year after year, witii one 
<ir two breaks only, from the lieu- i 
tenant-governorship to the U. S 
Senate, even in years when the state 
was voting almost overwhclminglv 
nthenvi.se for Republican candidates 
The state probably is close to being 
Democratic now, and Senator Walsh 
comes as near to beinc the ,>art\'s 
fipostU' as common imaguuition can 
cono9iv«w

SOUTH. ACT WOULD INCONVENIENCE JEFFRIES 

PT. RESIDENTS. THREE REPS. WANTED BOTH 

FERRIES TO REMAIN IN OPERATION. 



The Argus-Advocate is in possession 
of Information regarding the closini; 
of the North Ferry tliat may be of in- 
terost to its readers. At the confer- 
ence with Mayor Curley in his office 
the morning following the protest 
meeting in East Boston, the local city 
councilor suggested to His Honor, that 
if one ferry had to X/a closed, why not 
the South, instead of the North. The 
councilor's idea suri)rised his listeners 
as he has been everlastingly telling 
the world of his great regard for .lef- 
tries Point and the First Section and 
his desire to do all he could for the 
best interests of the people there, 
ff the South ferry were closed, thou- 
sands of his neighbors and friends, 
who have used that highway to go and 
return from work, would have to 
walk almost another mile to the North 
ferry. 

Representative Sullivan urged the 
Mayor to postpone the closing of the 



North ferry until at teast September 
15, figuring the cost of running it for 
that time would not be mucli over 
$.'jOnO. The representative pointed out 
that with the vacation season at hand, 
with the expected large number of 
tourists desiring to use the Cunard 
line, the thousands of summer motor- 
ists going over the North shore from 
the ferries, and the heavy traffic to 
Chelsea, that without an adequate out- 
let on the Northern artery, a state of 
congestion might result. Furthermore, 
it would be dangerous to children who 
play in the streets because of insulli 
cient playgrounds. 

Rep, Thomas V,. Harry, also slres- 
Kinjf the geographical situation of 
East Boston, with its narrow bridges 
and great congestion, urged as an 
emergency measure that both ferries 
be kept open. 

Rep. Anthony Oentracchio endorsed 
the arguments of his two coUeaguPs, 
Mr. .Joseph I'agarilgia, who headed 



the pi'otestants against the ferry clos- 
ing, also gave as his honest opinion 
that the closing of the North ferry, 
at this time of the year, was inad- 
visable and dangerous, as was pointed 
by the local representatives. 

The Mayor did not reply directly to 
R'e|). Sullivan hut dismissed the case 
when he reminded all present that it 
had to be done according to the lines 
of economy shown so clearly by the 
Finance committee. The question has 
been asked why didn't the local city 
councilor presei.'t a resolution in the 
city council against the curtailment 
of the ferry servi(« by closing one of 
the ferries? It will be remembered 
that a few years ago it was proposed 
to clo.se one of the local ferries and 
that the late editor and publisher of 
the Argus-Advocate, (;ai)t. .Joseph K. 
.Maccabe,, led tho figbt whicli pre- 
vented the fVM-ry being dosed. This 
matter promises tu be a vital issue 
in the coming council contest.

The City of Boston was chartered 
in 1S22 and during a period of Hi 
years has met every financial and 
humanitarian obligation.

inclusive, or a period of 23 years, the 
total increase in the net debt of the 
city, exclusive of Rapid Transit and 
Traffic Tunnel requirements, has 
been about $10,000,000. Within this 
period, or from 1916 to 10:!'2, in- 
clusive, a total (f $4(1.110(1.00(1 was 
expended for school lands and build- 
ings financed entirely out of taxes, 
or an amount four timies as great as 
the total net debt increase durin'? 
this 23-year period. 

A policy of rigid economy conduct- 
ed along s<;"'i(l lines has been in op- 
eration since the beginning of the 
present indaistrial depression in

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The two per cent retail sales tax, "gBS^fwW 
merits and its power to raine revenue, is by tlie 
record open to attack, and is in fact attacked. 
It is a new tax; and no such tax is popular. 

Increasing income taxes, reduction of exemp- 
tions, are bound to be uniiopular. The income 
tax as it stands, both state and Federal, is dis- 
• liked. It is very difficult to explain to the aver- 
age person why his income should be taxed 
simultaneously by nation and state. 

Putting a .'!;2 head tax on women must raise 
a storm. There is plenty of logic in it — as much 
as there is for the poll tax for men; but there 
is no known way to make the women (who 
vote) like it. Politics hath no fury like a woman 
taxed. 

Thus, here is a tax bill for which much may 
be said, in that it will produce revenue which 
I must be had somehow, and in that it spreads 
the tax over a broad area; and that it is emer- 
gency taxation to meet an emergency need. Yet 
it is heavily charged with political explosives, 
and every legi-slator on the Hill knows that. 

Is it any wonder that they played with the 
idea of waiting, in the hope that Federal aid 
would obviate the necessity for any new state 
taxes at all? 

Speak-Easies As Source 

Well, anyway, here conies one projected 
source of tax revenue at vvliicii there aiiscs no 
yelp except from those whose moral sensibilities 
are rasped; and we don't know how far their 
protest would carry. The idea of taxing the 
speak-easies, as incorporated clubs, is good light 
opera. 

One of the purest-minded men on tiic Hill, 
behind whose high forehead could dwell no 
tainted thought, explains that he is not interest- 
ed in closing or harrowing the speak-easies, but 
is interested in getting tax reven\ie. 

That's reasoning somewhat along the line 
of the respected Federal government which 
taxes bootleggers' incomes, and sends them to 
jail if they hold out. We may be wrong about 
these speak-easies, not posing as an authority 
on thus and such, but we had the idea that they 
exist largely by virtue of their ability to pro- 
vide entertainment and nourishment which the 
more Sfjueamish places of provender did not 
feel free to offer. If that is correct, then there 
might be some way found by which the tax 
flow could be even .greater than is now contem- 
plated through taxing the speak-easies — go 
right after the bootleggers and make a deal 
with tiiem that if they will "come across" with 
tax payment no one is going to get in their hair 
at all. 

A long time ago some liumorist suggested 
that the government could get some revenue and 
protect virtue by licensing the bootleggers and 
regulating them; and now we are getting pretty 
.■lose to that system.

Curley and Walsh 

In the field of speculative politics the 
dwadlers around town are flirting with the ■ 
thouglit that this is likely to happen: That 
.lames M. Curley will enter the race against 
• Da\'id I. Walsh for the United States Senate, 
and in doing so will break with the President;] 
that his issue will be the service men's treat- i 
ment under the presidential economy program. 

There is no specific warrant for this talk, Mr. 
Curley having given no basis for it; but the set- 
up is favorable for a break, say the gossipers, 
and this is a legitimate issue. 
I Senator Walsh is pictured as having tied 
'j himself pretty tight to the presidential position, 
and it is the fact that there is a good deal of 
criticism of the President's treatment of the 
service men, here among Massachusetts Demo- 
crats. The President probably has less strength 
among the Democrats of this state than among 
the Democrats of any other state. 

All of this talk about a Curley-Walsh contest 
seems idle and foolish to most folks, for the 
Senator stands strongly entrenched, but you can 
find a good many Democrats who are willing 
to argue the case. 

The Right to Run 

Of course Mr. Curley has every right to 

run for the Senate or for any other office. The 

political season is always open. There are no 

j political game laws. Senator Walsh is strong, 

I but not impregnable. The mayor's term in his 

I present office i.s nearing its end. Under the

What is he to do? He is too young and 
vigorous and too strong politically to retire.

PLUMS' MENACING

Indication of Curley Star in Ascend- 
ancy Points to Strife in Smith-

BOSTON, May 6. — Patronage difficulties are arising in Massa- 
chusetts which threaten a renewal of hostilities between the Smith 
and Roosevelt groups as militant as those which marked the presi- 
dential primary campaign a year ago.

He was presenting an opinion 
of the Mayoi-s' Conference that 
theio should be speedy enactment 
of the Fletcher-Wilcox bill to open 
Kedrial bankruptcy couits to In- 
soh'cnl municipn lit ies, the Asso- 
ciated I'less ropnit.s. 
I He was questioned concerning the 
I Fall River slate commission con- 
jtrol and whether it is a succe.is and 
I replied: "Some say it is, but I am 
not in agreement with that view 
What I regard as fundamental mu- 
nicipal services have been aban- 
doned in Fall River and yet the 
tax rate has gone up. They have 
abandonril kinileg.'u tens, curtailed 
other expenses. "Vfou can walk into 
a hospital with an arm hanging 
off, the result of an accident, and 
you can't get treatment unless you 
can pay or show a pauper's certi- 
ficate. They'll pay for this In the 



future ten times over, in my opin- 
ion, in the health of their popula- 
tion." 

Concerning the federal legislation, 
Mayor Curley stated: 

"We are unanimously and unal- 
terably opposed to both the princi- 
ple and conditions of the McLeod 
mniatoiium bill," Curley tesiifled. 
"We are in agreemen', however, 
that the principles embodied in the 
Fletcher-Willcox bill are not only i 
sound but that the adoption of the' 
bill is very nluch So be desired.

Willuiut denying llu' asscrtidiis thai, waste and I'X- 
tiavanaiR'L' exist in immieipai ))ayr(ills, city otlieials have 
refused tu reduce tliese payrolls as measures of econouiy. 
They have expounded the theory that it is a functimi cd' 
nuinieipal n'lvernnienls to preserve the eniidoyment levid 
of municipal i)ayr()lls regardless of the costs involved. 

In discussinx the railr(jad reorganization bill liefore a 
contfressional cunimitlee in Washington, Joseph H. Ka-^t- 
man stated: 

"It seems l(j me an unsound conclusion that 
employment shoukl be jjreserved by retaining- 
waste and extravagance." 

This statement api)lies equally well to municipal rov- 
ornments. It has been recoRuized by President Roosevi'h 
in his economy plans and by many state and city >rov- 
ernmenls. Sooner or later it will permeate the city ^rov- 
ernment of Boston. 

When times are piosperous, municipal i)ayrolls are 
kept on an inllated basis because it is felt that the tax- 
payer can afford it. Then when depressions occur, the 
same conclusion is reached because it is believed unwise 
to dischaifje employers. This insistence on a conclusion 
at all times supports the beliid' tliat the element oi poli- 
tics is a prevailing motive. 

Tlu' I'atch I'avinii Contrtul 

The Boston Finance Commission can record as an 
achievement the decision of the city )j:overnment to award 
one of thi' patch paving contracts to a contractor who for 
several years has been passetl over in the biddinj;-, in favor 
of a small uroup of other contractors who have received 
practically all of the contracts of this nature. This year 
the successful contractor was the low bidder, and all bids 
were rejected and the contract was readvertised. Then 
on the second bids, this contractor was a^ain a low bid- 
der. City otlieials refuse<l to consider the low biilder. The 
Mnaiice "Conimission reports presented an irrcfiitalilc case 
aM'ainsl iKnoriin^ the low bidder, with the result noted 
above. 

I'avinn Costs 

That a tjreat deal more remains to be done in th.' line of 
improving the citv's paviiit; work, is brou),'ht out by the 
recent report of V.uy Emerson, Consulting Engineer ot 
the Kinance C:onimission. In reviewing the work done in 
\\K<,'1, he states that "substantial savings can be made by 
changes in the past policies of the city and without detri- 
ment to the interests of citizens, except i)erhaps a few 
citv contractors, as follows: Fii-xt, by securing ade(|uate 
reductions in the prices ot the types of pavements that 
have been almost exclusively built, during recent years; 
ami nvcoiid, by substitutinR for such p;ivenients, where 
suitable, cheaper types of pavements." 

The report points out that prices on the surface paving 
in Boston rauKcd from %\SA to S1.70 per scpiare yard in 
I'lli'' Citations of prices in other cities lor sulistanlially 
simUar work showed that the rang-e was from less than 
%\ 00 to SI '^T Comparisons between the work of the 
St'ite Public Works Department and the Metroiiolitan 
itistrici Commission in or near Boston showed that the 
types of pavinK installed by th.'se agencies were much 
less expen.sive.

The .Millon Salary Ca.se 

The decision of a district court judKe that Milton may 
not reduce the pay of its tiremen and policemen under the 
civil service laws has rai.sed an important issue. The I 
Town of .Milton has apiiealed to the State Supreme Court, 
so a final decision has not been made. 

A Boston News Bureau editorial analyzes the conse- 
quence of such a ilecision in these words: 

"Thus there may be set up the precedent that 
tliere can be no municipal retrenchment until a 
city or town is broufrht to the brink of financial 
di.saster; that wanes must continue their merry 
way upward throuKh Rood times and bad, unless 
perchance to save its very financial life (and not 
merely to jjive the tax-payinn public relief to 
which it is justly entitled) the municipality may 
revise wa^res downward." 
Fortunately, the Parkman salary reduction law apply- 
ing to the city of Boston temiiorarily sets aside the civil 
service law in so far as it relates to salary reiluctions. so 
there is no danRer that the reductions now in effect in 
Boston will be overruled bv court action. 

If the new state lax proKram of §25,000,000 is enacted, 
Boston's share would be approximately SfJ,. ".00.000. or 26' . 
of the total program. This would mean a reduction ol' 

about $3.50 in the Boston tax rate.

In view of publisht'd comments of the Mayor on the 
opinion expres.sed in a letter to him on the needs of fur- 
ther eeonomy in city expenditures, the Boston Keal Estate 
Exchan.ye feels that a review of the situation to date 
should be of iiublic interest: 

Hurini; the past year the smouldeiinf; resentment 
against the unchecked, extravagant scale of expendituies 
in both city and State K<i\'ernments has <leveloped into a 
Ijroad public demand f:'r real reduction of public expen- 
ditures. At the State House, hearings on bills callinir fiu- 
reductions of salaries and wa^es and curtailment of un- 
essential activities have lilled the fiardner Auditorium to 
overilowinfr with repiesen.aHves of taxpayers' leaKues 
and other org-aiiizations all ovei' the State. Amonsi the 
larKest and most pei'sistent groups of all were those advo- 
cating bills calling for a thoi-oufth ovei-hauliiiK id' the 
business and finances of the city of Boston. 

I'ublic oflicials irenerally, until this year, had stubbornly 
(,-pposed real reductions id' I'xpenditures, but as a result 
in part of the aroused popular demand, and more esjie- 
.cially because of the falliiit;- olT in all tax collections and 
the increase of welfare costs, they have now, with vary- 
infr detfrees of reluctance, taken some steps to reduce ex- 
penses. It is our purpose briefly and dispassionatidy to 
review what has been accoiiij)Iished. 

State salaries and wases have been somewhat reduced. 
IhoUK'h less than the reduction in the cost, of livinu- and 
far less than correspondiiitc reductions in private employ- 
ment. A few State activities have been curtailed or abiui- 
doned, Ihouuh the net result falls far short of what should 
be accomplished to match thi' ability ot' the public to pay. 

.•\s alVeclinir Boston directly, the I.ejfislature has passed 
the bill makinu' possible a general reduction in wag-es and 
salaries of the city's employees by the Mayor. It has 
••efused to pass a bill that would assure a real overhaidinR 
of the city's orjrani/ation, administration and finances. 
The bill iiassed providing only for study of charter pro- 
visions will not. in our .iudtrment, accomplish any useful 
purpose. A leKislative committee studying merely I lie 
statutes relatint;- to the city may do useful work, but it 
can hardly be expected, with the powers and lesources 
(riven it to brinfr to TiKlit the causes of the rapid increase 
in expense of running the city. Refusal of the Legis- 
lature in the face of the spontaneous demand from such 
large numbers of citizens, to pi'ovide proper nuichinery 
for a real overhauling of the city's business is diiricult to 
understand, to say the least. The citizens of Boston 
should not forget, however, support given their plea for 



II full in\csti)_':ation by certain .■-eiialors and representa- 
t ive>. 

Althou.gh the Mayor has at last reluctantly, and oidy 
iiiuhu- pressure of economic necessity, made a moderate 
cut in salaries and wages, he has steadily refused to un- 
dertake consolidation of departments and elimination of 
neeclless employees, in which lield there obviously exists 
opportunity for a further largi' reduction in expenses. 
The fact that the Mayor immediately fidlowed the salary 
cut by an ordei- reducing the working week from 5 'ii days 
to five (iays in certain departments is an obvious admis- 
.-ion that fewer em|iloyees working ri'i, days could do the 
work. 

The Mayor's treatment of repi'esentativcs of the Mu- 
nicii)al Reseaich Bureau and other civic organizations, 
and receiitl.v of the l''inaiice Ciunmissimi of the cit.v, who 
have tried in good faith to give him support for a pro- 
gram of real econom.v and etiiciency, is inexcusable. In 
fact, the soundness of the criticisms and suggestions of 
these organizations can perhaps best be .iudged by the 
violence of the Mayor's iri'elevant iuid un.iustilied |)ersonal 
attacks on those who make them. The real ipiestion, how- 
ever, is not now of personalities or politics, nor of assess- 
ments and lax i-ates. It is simply a (piestion of how much 
in actual cash can the city expect to collect, and how can 
it bring its ex|ie'-ises within that amount. 

The anticipated savings this year in maintenance bud- 
gets from economies already in effect will probably be 
about Sti.OOO.OOn. The best estimates available of the un- 
favorable factors in the linancial jjicture, such a.s larger 
P^levaled <loficit. dclit charges and State assessments, 
lower corporation and income taxes and the decrease in 
valuation, will use up most, if not all, of this saving. 

The vital ipiestion of how much revenue can be collected 
is )ierhans best indicated b.v the following table of the 
experience of the last three years:

As a hel|i in the emergency, the Boston Real Estate 
Isxcdiange believes certain transfers frmn Cemetery and 
Retirements Funds suggested liy the Mayor last year and 
then opi)osed by it should now be made, and it will sup- 
jiort the Mayin's appeal to the Legislature for the neces- 
sary authoi'ily. 

And even though economies and nductions made to 
d.-ile are fai- from what they should be, and (UDvision for 
a real investigation which would assure further savings 
has been denied, the Exchange believes the time has collie^ 
when new som'ccs of revenue must be sought. The Ex 
change has always felt that making new revenue avail- 
able meant more spending and for that rejison has advo- 
cated reduction of expenses as the only sound way to bal- 
ance the budget and I'clieve real estate. But it is now 
evident that even with all the further economies obtain- 
able, real estate must have more substantial relief from 
taxes. The Boston Real Estate Exchange is, therefore, 
now in f;ivor of a well-rounded program of new taxes such 
as (lovernor Ely bas .iust presented to the Legislature; 
provided, however, all of the recidjits from such taxes be 
ililinitely applied as a reduction from the real estate lax.

The proposition has to be looked at 
from two lights, as to its general desirability and as to whether the city 
ran afford it. As to its desirability, there can hardly be any argument. 
Any neighborhood that can fairly be called a slum is a poor olacc to 
develop good citlzcnphip. The way families arc herded together in the 
depressed di.'-triils of many cities gives boys and girls a poor slant ia 
life. Their decadent homes encourage no .self respect, and there is no 
Micentivc to a wholesome home life. It may be .said that th worst featui-e 
of .sucli a home is the crowding ot large fnmilics inlo smali space, which 
might occur even if (hey were provided with ii'.odcrn improved apart- 
ments. Yet it apppcars to be true that if you give a depressed family a 
tomfortable home to live in. at a nuital within their means, the family 
Is assisted to make more of themselves. Our cities will not probably 
tolerate indefinitely the maintenance of atiliquatcd. duly arid unsanitary' 
dwelling lioii.-ics. It the owners ol -such property do not maintain it In 
good order, many cities will probably condeuui such buildings and tequire 
them to be removed or replaced by modern structures. 

Bui there are liiuils to the ability of the taxpayer.s. If taxes keep 
going up and up, the industries can't live and will move away. If money 
could be had from the Reconstruction Finance corporation, that woul4 
r-olvo the problem of financing such a proposition. But the loans would 
all liave to be repaid, and the effect of that burden on the life of the 
city should be thoughtfully considered. If a city keeps borrowing and 
borrowing, its credit Incomes doi:btful. «nd it may not be able to obtain 
credit when It needs it. The citii^eii.s ot Boston will probably consider 
thi.s side of that problem quite carefully, though their desires for social 
welfare will make tlie mayor's schenip seem an attractive one.

LINE of able-be':'.!?d men at City Hall, forming to draw the 
weekly dole of the public welfare department, outweighs 
any arguments against the $200,000 loan for water depart- 
ment improvements, approved by both branches of the city 
council. If the mayor and city treasurer are able to negotiate the 
loan on reasonable terms, permanent improvement of the city's 
water system will result. No gainsaying the advantage of it. 

As to the wisdom of borrowing $200,000 at higher than nor- 
mal interest and spending the money for the improvements, the 
line of able-bodied men at City Hall is something to ponder. Half 
the $200,000 water loan will be disbursed as wages. By giving 
employment to men now receiving the dole, the city will receive 
full value in labor for the money and there seems to be no reason 
why the equivalent of the $100,000 disbursed in wages can not be 
saved on the other end — the dole. 

It has been suggested that a "stagger system" of employment 
be put in operation, three days' work a week the average, at a rate 
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per hour lower than the rate established by city ordinanre. Boston 
has tak<^n the initiative. Ma yor C urley making the prevailing wage 
$4 a day instead of $5. Boston generally pays the highest wages 
in the commonwealth and Mayor Curley always has been gener- 
ous towards labor. The $4 a day rate is less than Brockton is en- 
joined by ordinance to pay its city laborers— considerably less.

Boston is one of the few cities of 
the country which is not in financial 
distress but Mayor Curley expressed 
apprehension yesterday lest a collapse 
of other cities will wipe out the 
marlcet for municipal bonds.

Curley Leads in Pointing Out to 

U. S. 60 of 93 Largest 

Are Solvent 



1 Waohington, May 24— With Mayor 
James JI. Curley of Boston presiding, 
the mayor of many of the nation's 
largest cities met here today in a 
final effnrt to obtain federal assist- 
ance for municipalities. 

Curley pointeil out that 60 of the 
!I3 largest citie.s in this country which 
are laDlvent, today are facing a serious 
crisis. Due to factors over which 
they have no control, they are unable 
to disriose of their short-term tax aa»* 
ticipation notes. 

"Credit," said Curley, "which in the 
past lias always been available from 
private channels but which today is 
l«cki.ng. can iiroperly be furnished by 
the Recon.struction Finnnce corpora- 
tion. Legislation can be enacted au- 
thorizing the corpor.-ition to purciiise 
or make loans to cities on tax antici- 
pation notes. 

"This authorization can be safe- 
guarded liy limiting loans up to 7.'i 
per cent of 193S levy and up to' 50 
per cent of the 1032 delinquencle.'i. A 
two-year period of repayment can be 
made a lien on new monies." 

He said the corporation would have 
the highest type of cuUatoral behind 
these loan.s, as tax warrants are a 
lien on tlie wealth of a community, 
having piiority over mortgages.

Arguments Are Closed. 
Final argumeni.'! on the lighter- 
age case, which have been in prog- 
ress for three days, closed today, 
i.-'nd it goes to ihc commission for a 
final decision liter three years of 
litisalion. 

In the long record on which the 
rase mu.'st be decided are state- 
ments by President Roosevelt, Gov- 
ernor Lehman and Alfred E. 
Smith opposing the abolition of 
free lighterage. 

Against this, the commission has 
before it a tentative report by 
Commissioner Karle K. Steer recom- 
mending imposition of a charge of 
3 cents a hundred jiounds for light- 
rring all freight except grain, arid 
a charge of I'i cents on that com- 
modity. 

Mr. LaRoe said today that a 
change by the commission of the 
recommendations of the examiner 
' would for the first time in history 
give Boston a 60-cent-a-ton ad- 
vantage over New York in com- 
peting for traffic from the West, 
and would likewise increase Phila- 
delphia's advantage by 150 per 
cent. 

To impose a plus charge for the 
lighterage service would penalise 
shippers for railroad inefficiency, 
he added, and at the same time 
provide a bontis for inefficient rail- 
road operation. 

He warned the commission 
dgainst any action which would 
create a "monopoly of freight" by 
railroads which happened to have 
direct access to municipal piers, 
while competing carriers depended 
on lighterage fcr the same access. 
Establishment of a charge for the 
service would drive shippers to 
lines having direct access, he ex- 
plained, with a resulting terraina-

WASHINGTON, May 24. -Federal 
officials are giving serious consid- 
eration to the creation of a coordi- 
nator of lighterage and other 
marine serives in New York Har- 
bor for bringing about economies , 
not now possible because of the I 
competitive situation. 

The plan, suggested by the Port 
of New York A\ithority, contem- 
plates almost immediate savings of ' 
more than ,$,-!, 000,000. with little if 
any reduction in the number of 
workmen dependent on such 
sources of livelihood. It has been 
informally di.scus.'ied between Port 
Authority representatives and mem- 
bers of the Inter.state Commerce 
Commission, who professed enthu- 
siasm for the idea. 

The scheme as now const itnted 
would be worked out Independently 
of the proposed coordination of 
transporl-ation facilities under the 
administration's railroad bill, al- 
though the savings resulting would 
accrue largely to the railroads pro- 
viding free lighterage in New York 
Harbor, and in a le.sser degree to 
the shipping public.
